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Disclaimer 


This dictionary is a listing of words that the old people of the former 
Hermannsburg mission put down on paper at the turn of the twentieth 
century. For cultural reasons, the descendants of these old Aranda and 
Loritja [Luritja] people have taken out culturally sensitive words so that 
any Aboriginal people can read it. The handwritten manuscript of this 
dictionary is held at the Strehlow Research Centre in Alice Springs. 
Researchers who would like to access it for research purposes can make an 
application to the Strehlow Research Centre. 


While every effort has been made to transcribe the handwritten dictionary 
manuscript accurately, some errors may have occurred, because in 
some instances the handwriting in German Kurrentschrift and in Stolze 
stenography is not clear enough to be completely certain about the 
transcription. In these instances, the note [unclear] has been added. 
Another obstacle to the editing of this resource was Carl Strehlow's 
spelling, because it did not always provide an accurate pronunciation and 
made some words unrecognisable. Thus, there is a small possibility that 
a very few sensitive terms have been included by accident. 
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Foreword 


Nicolas Peterson 


An excellent heritage dictionary is a cultural foundation stone for any 
people. This translation of Lutheran missionary Carl Strehlow's previously 
unpublished comparative Aranda-Luritja dictionary from German into 
English is one such dictionary. Building on the work of A.H. Kempe, 
his predecessor at the Hermannsburg mission, Carl Strehlow had over 
7,600 entries at the time of his death in 1922, making it by far the 
largest dictionary for any Aboriginal language up until the present. It was 
a comparative dictionary because he wanted to show that Aranda and 
Luritja were two distinct languages, although the people were neighbours. 


The enormously painstaking work of transcribing the original manuscript 
handwritten in four languages, Aranda, Luritja, German and some 
Dieri, as well as sections in an old form of German shorthand, has been 
carried out by Dr Anna Kenny. As a native German speaker, she has also 
translated Carl Strehlow's German glosses into English, checking many of 
the translations in close collaboration with people whose mother tongue 
is Aranda and/or Luritja, in particular Rhonda Inkamala and her parents 
the late Davie Inkamala and Trudy Inkamala. 


To introduce the dictionary, Anna Kenny has included six preliminary 
chapters. She provides an introductory background to the dictionary, 
and a separate detailed account of the manuscripts complex history. 
Rhonda Inkamala writes about working on the dictionary and Mark 
Inkamala provides short biographical sketches of the men who helped 
Carl Strehlow with learning the language and about Aranda culture. Two 
further chapters by Dr John Henderson and David Moore, both linguists, 
spell out in an accessible way many of the complexities involved in any 
dictionary making, as illustrated by this dictionary. John Henderson shows 
what important grammatical and other information can be provided by 
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analysing the organisation of the dictionary, the placement of words, 
and the many choices that Carl Strehlow made in compiling it, while 
David Moore sets out the fascinating challenges involved in settling on an 
orthography to represent the sounds in the Aranda language. 


Dictionaries are consulted, not read. One reason for consulting this 
dictionary is as a baseline against which language and linguistic change 
can be explored. Because it is available electronically, as well as in hard 
copy, it opens the way to easy comparison with present day Aranda and 
Luritja as well as other kinds of work. An ideal heritage dictionary, such 
as the Oxford English Dictionary, is one based on historical principles— 
that is, besides showing the spelling and meaning of words, it provides 
their history or biography. Uniquely, this dictionary opens the way for 
such a historical Aranda-Luritja dictionary. Carl Strehlow collected 
many and lengthy texts, which when combined with those collected by 
his son, T.G.H. Strehlow, make it possible for a future Aranda and/or 
Luritja scholar to quarry this corpus and expand this heritage dictionary 
to provide exemplary sentences that illustrate usage at known periods in 
time. It may be many years before this happens but I have no doubt it 
will. 


When this dictionary is added to the seven volumes of Carl Strehlow's 
ethnography, the work of Sir Baldwin Spencer and Frank Gillen, of 
T.G.H. Strehlow, of Olive Pink, of Diane Austin-Broos, of John Morton, 
and other work by Anna Kenny, not to mention the fund of historical 
information from the mission post-1877, Aranda people have a uniquely 
rich written record of aspects of their cultural heritage for future 
generations. 


Preface and acknowledgements 


I came to the idea of transcribing, translating and publishing Carl 
Strehlows handwritten Aranda, Loritja [Luritja], German and Dieri 
dictionary manuscript into English during my PhD research. But having 
started on what I thought was a straightforward task I realised that some 
of my translations from German to English required the original Aranda 
and Loritja to German translation to be checked by Aranda and Luritja 
speakers and so I approached members of the Aranda/Luritja community 
to work at points where there appeared to be some doubt about the 
original translation into German. 


Without the enthusiastic support of Western Aranda people, the 
publication of this unique document would not have been possible. I thank 
the members of the Inkamala, Malbunka, Rontji, Katakarinja, Williams,

The research supporting the translation of this dictionary and checking it 
with Aranda and Luritja speakers has been funded by Australian Research 
Council Linkage grant (LP110200803) ‘Rescuing Carl Strehlow’s 
Indigenous cultural heritage legacy: The neglected German tradition of 
Arandic ethnography’. This grant was a collaborative project between 
the Central Land Council and the Strehlow Research Centre, both in 
Alice Springs, and the providers of generous industry partner funding, the 
University of Western Australia and The Australian National University. 
The project had several aims. The principal aim was to transcribe, 
translate and publish the 7,600 word Aranda and Luritja dictionary 
compiled between 1894 and 1922 by Lutheran missionary Carl Strehlow 
at Hermannsburg Mission west of Alice Springs. The grant provided a 
postdoctoral fellowship for me to work on transcribing and translating 
the 7,600-word dictionary from the original handwritten manuscript, 
which is in three Aboriginal languages, Aranda, Luritja and Dieri, as 
well as German, of which only sections have been available in the past. 
I received careful guidance and advice on dictionary construction from 
Dr John Henderson of the University of Western Australia, who has also 
contributed in two chapters of this publication on the linguistic aspects of 
the dictionary, and also formatted the dictionary. A further chapter on the 
complexities surrounding the Mission Orthography has been provided by 
David Moore. 


PREFACE AND ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


A second objective was to make better known the unpublished seven- 
volume ethnography on the Aranda by Carl Strehlow that has not been 
published in English because of the amount of restricted information 
it contains. This has been achieved by the publication of The Aranda’ 
Pepa: An Introduction to Carl Strehlows masterpiece Die Aranda- und 
Loritja-Stämme in Zentral-Australien (1907-1920) (Kenny 2013) which 
discusses the distinctive and interesting findings of Carl Strehlow. Part of 
this investigation of his ethnography has involved Mr Michael Cawthorn, 
formerly the director of the Strehlow Research Centre, and Ms Helen 
Wilmot of the Central Land Council working on T.G.H. Strehlow’s 
genealogical material. The third aim was to bring together scholars to 
explore the significance of German ethnography in Australia, particularly, 
but not only, in relation to native title claims. A volume called German 
Ethnography in Australia (2017), edited by Nicolas Peterson and Anna 
Kenny, has been published, based on a conference held on this theme in 
June 2015.

She was a teacher and the cultural principal at the Yipirinya 
School in Alice Springs for many years and is regularly employed as a 
cultural adviser to Parks and Wildlife and the Central Land Council. 
Currently, she is working as a freelance translator, Aranda teacher and 
cultural facilitator and guide. 


Dr Anna Kenny isa consultant anthropologist who has been based in Alice 
Springs for over 24 years and was between 2012 and 2016 an Australian 
Research Council postdoctoral fellow in the School of Archaeology and 
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Anthropology at The Australian National University. She has conducted 
field research with Indigenous people in the Northern Territory since 
1991 as well as in Queensland and Western Australia. She has written 12 
Connection Reports for Native Title claims and is the author of a book 
on Carl Strehlow’s ethnography, titled The Arandas Pepa: An Introduction 
to Carl Strehlow’s Masterpiece Die Aranda-und Loritja-Stämme in Zentral- 
Australien (1907-1920) (2013) and the coeditor of German Ethnography 
in Australia (2017).

A heritage dictionary 


Anna Kenny 


Carl Strehlow's comparative dictionary manuscript is a unique item of 
Australian cultural heritage: it is a large collection of circa 7,600 Aranda, 
6,800 Loritja [Luritja]' and 1,200 Dieri to German entries compiled at 
the beginning of the twentieth century at the Hermannsburg mission in 
central Australia. It is an integral part of Strehlow's ethnographic work 
on Aboriginal cultures that his editor Baron Moritz von Leonhardi, 
a German armchair anthropologist, published as Dze Aranda- und Loritja- 
Stämme in Zentral-Australien (Strehlow 1907-20) in Frankfurt. Strehlow 
and his editor had planned to publish a language study that consisted of 
a comparative dictionary and grammar of the languages, both for their 
linguistic significance and to facilitate more sophisticated readings of the 
many Aranda and Loritja texts they had published.

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At the turn of the twentieth century it was common for German scholars 
who were interested in philology, such as Carl Strehlow and his editor, 
to collect original texts and compile grammars and dictionaries for the 
comprehensive documentation and description of languages. Strehlow's 
comparative Aranda, Loritja and Dieri to German dictionary is the only 
vocabulary among many attributed to him that has a clearly identifiable 
purpose. Its primary functions were to describe the Aranda and Loritja 
languages and to interpret the Indigenous textual materials he had elicited 
from his Aboriginal informants. 


Its comparative component was to illustrate theoretical points made by 
the emerging Kulturkreislehre (culture circle theory), and to demonstrate 
that Aranda and Luritja were two different languages and as complex as 
any other languages in the world (see Chapter 4). 


The Aranda and Luritja terms and derivatives relate to mythology, flora and 
fauna, kinship, ceremonial proceedings, material culture and social life. 
Although Aranda was the core language, the body of Luritja terms reaches 
circa 90 per cent coverage of the Aranda terms, while the circa 1,200 
Dieri words seem simply to have been added on, because he knew the 
Dieri language from his previous posting at Lake Killalpaninna in South 
Australia. The dictionary contains a substantial amount of vocabulary, 
but it does not encompass all the words collected by Carl Strehlow. Not 
included are hundreds of place names, personal names and some specialist 
ceremonial terms that he recorded in his ethnography, held at the Strehlow 
Research Centre in Alice Springs, and, it appears, some terms that he 
recorded after the completion of the dictionary manuscript. 


Strehlow’s linguistic work is of great significance for the conservation of 
language as well as historically and anthropologically, because it probably 
represents the largest and most comprehensive wordlist compiled in 
Australia during the early stages of contact. It is a unique documentary 
record and an important primary source for Luritja and Aranda speakers 
of whom there are several thousand today. Both languages are spoken in 
homes and taught in schools in central Australia, but they are nevertheless 
quite vulnerable.

1. A HERITAGE DICTIONARY 


The reasons for presenting this work as a heritage dictionary—that 
is, as an exact transcription of the original form of the handwritten 
manuscript—are to follow the Western Aranda peoples wishes and to 
maintain its historical authenticity (Kenny 2017b: 278). There is a history 
of reworking parts of this dictionary, extracting from it and updating 
its orthography without indicating who made these changes and why. 
Some of these versions, in particular the attempts by P.A. Scherer (1940s 
or 1950s) and G.O. Liebchen? (1980s), have fed into contemporary work 
without being referenced. To clarify these previous uses and make this early 
work available as a reliable resource that can be reworked transparently, 
the original form is likely to prove indispensable for future projects. 


Thus, this transcription has been kept as close as is possible to the original 
handwritten manuscript—no amendments have been made to spellings, 
stresses or diacritics, even if they seemed inconsistent. The only additions 
to this dictionary are English glosses for the Aranda, Loritja and Dieri 
entries. Most words in Kempes first collection of Aranda words with circa 
1,750 words (Kempe 1891a), the Western Arrarnta Analytical Dictionary 
with circa 2,000 entries (Oberscheidt 1991), the Introductory Dictionary 
of Western Arrernte (Breen et al. 2000)* with circa 2,000 words and the 
Western Arrarnta Picture Dictionary (Roennfeldt 2006)? with circa 580 
words have been crosschecked with Carl Strehlow's information, because 
the words in these dictionaries are in the public domain and have been 
confirmed and illustrated by contemporary speakers. This process of 
crosschecking also contributed to making sure that restricted words have 
been excluded. 


However, the most important factor to be able to bring this work into 
the present was the detailed collaboration with senior Aranda and 
Luritja people, to both inform them about their heritage and to include

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their knowledge to at least some degree. After I had transcribed and to 
some degree translated most of the German glosses in the handwritten 
manuscript, I worked with a small group of speakers who are fluent in 
both Aranda and Luritja on the translation into English. We worked 
through the list discussing approximations for the meanings of both the 
Aranda and Luritja terms that they recognised. People working with me on 
Carl Strehlow’s unpublished dictionary manuscript (1909) call its content 
ankatja® inguia ‘old language,” ankatja ekarlta ‘strong language’ that has 
“heavy words and ankatja ekarlta ‘hard language —meaning the language 
of the 'old people, their ancestors. This 'real old language is distinguished 
from 'church language’ and “modern language’, which is sometimes called 
angkatja lyartinya ‘today’s language. 


It was often difficult to find an English gloss, because some words were 
not known, others seemed familiar or similar to known words but the 
specific form of the word was unclear or the spelling did not provide 
an accurate pronunciation guide due to under- or over-differentiation 
of sounds that made words unrecognisable. Although Strehlow tried to 
systematically and consistently employ an orthography that he called 
‘continental? (Kenny 2013: 98), unsurprisingly, he was unable to capture 
all sound distinctions adequately. It takes quite some work to interpret 
this resource, as Rhonda Inkamala remarks, but at the same time the 
very process of working through this type of material can enrich peoples 
understanding of their culture and heritage. 


On those occasions when no meaning could be worked out, I was asked 
what the German gloss meant; often it was decided to use the direct 
translation from the German as the English gloss or it was slightly altered. 
The German glosses provide sometimes only part of the semantic range of 
a word that may be specific and/or metaphorical in the context it is used in 
Strehlow’s publications (Strehlow 1907-20). Some of the English glosses 
are therefore also incomplete, while others are more extensive than the 
German glosses. It is a difficult task to find a one-to-one translation from 
one language to the other, and even more so when the underlying cultures 
are very different, such as are Arandic and English cultures. During the

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search for English glosses, the risk of publishing words that might have 
been gender restricted and what the old people might have meant were 
often discussed, and consequently some words have been taken out. 


The orthography of Western Aranda was discussed at length, indeed 
it was more often discussed than aspects of meaning during group 
consultations. The spelling system of Western Aranda has undergone 
more changes than any other Arandic language variety and is highly 
politicised (see Kenny 2017b). This is, for example, reflected in the 
many spellings of the name of this Arandic dialect that became known 
as Aranda and more specifically today as “Western Aranda or “Tjoritja 
Aranda'. Over the past 130 years of the Western Arandas contact history 
the spelling systems of their Arandic dialect that were developed by the 
Lutheran missionaries and T.G.H. Strehlow have been taught in at least 
seven different variations due to frequent revisions and additionally by 
the Institute for Aboriginal Development (IAD) in a phonemic system 
called the common Arandic orthography. In the contact history of the 
Aranda, the Lutheran missionaries played a significant role. Their colonial 
involvement included, among other changes, a Lutheran inscription on 
the Aranda language that they achieved by (i) codifying this language in 
multiple orthographies, (ii) semantic changes to key terms (e.g. altjira, 
kutungulu) and (iii) the reduction of vocabulary (also partly the result 
of the sedentarisation at the mission due to the pastoral encroachment) 
by discouraging and limiting many cultural practices. For example, while 
Strehlow recorded over 40 terms for different types of spirits, nearly all of 
them are not used and instead these spirits are referred to with the general 
term pmara kutata, meaning spirit of the land (Kenny 2004a, 2004b). 


The early Lutheran missionaries at Hermannsburg A.H. Kempe (between 
1879 and 1891) and then Carl Strehlow (between 1894 and 1922) used 
a fairly uniform orthography and interpreted the sound system of the 
Aranda language, which resulted in some spelling inconsistencies caused 
by over- and under-differentiations of sounds; also, later orthographies 
for this Arandic language variety tried to capture these sounds accurately. 
Despite its limitations, Carl Strehlow’s orthography was used into the 
1970s, as is evidenced in letters and postcards written by Aranda people 
that have survived. They are read by Aranda speakers today although 
some older words are not recognised, but these can be looked up in this 
dictionary.

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There are a number of Arandic orthographies in use currently. 
The development of the orthography of Western Aranda is atypical within 
those of other Australian languages, because it is the result of its unique 
historical circumstances. Most languages that were documented in the 
early contact period are not spoken or written anymore, and most of those 
that are spoken and written today were codified when modern phonemic 
systems had become the standard. The Western Aranda people, unlike 
many other groups, have continued to speak and write their language 
since contact and have been exposed to three quite different orthographies 
within this short time period that are associated with different ideologies.

Initially it was proposed to include two of the commonly used modern 
phonemic orthographies in this dictionary. The use of modern Arandic 
orthographies by some young Western Aranda who were and are taught 
the common Arandic orthography at the Yipirinya School in Alice Springs 
and others who are exposed to Roennfeldt’s recent version of the Finke 
River Mission Orthography at Hermannsburg suggested an inclusive 
approach. Such an approach would have allowed people who are familiar 
with one of the modern phonemic orthographies to move between the 
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different spelling systems. However, after many discussions since 2012 
with the Western Aranda, they decided that they wanted a heritage 
dictionary with only Carl Strehlows spellings that reflects their history 
and identity, rather than converting to or adding spellings in the modern 
orthographies. This avoids the issues that communities face when having 
to devise modern spellings for the many words of Aranda and Luritja in 
the dictionary that are not recognised today, and the exact pronunciation 
of which cannot be accurately determined from Strehlow’s spelling. It also 
avoids having to tackle the fraught politics of orthography, which are 
mainly the result of the colonial involvement of the Lutheran mission at 
Hermannsburg and that cause some conflict in the community. 


The present volume is both a valuable heritage item and a linguistic 
resource for the Aboriginal community as well as for those involved 
with teaching and developing dictionary projects. Comprehensive 
dictionaries for Western Aranda and some Luritja language-varieties are 
yet to be produced—and this document can be of great assistance in their 
development. At the same time, it is of considerable interest to linguists, 
particularly those interested in language change. Strehlow often makes 
remarks about words in footnotes of his published work indicating that 
already in his time his informants considered some terms as 'old'. Often 
when words were not recognised during consultations and the German 
translation was considered, I was offered alternative ways of how people 
express that particular concept. Some words are still used, but in different 
contexts or have made semantic shifts (Austin-Broos 2010; Green 2012; 
Kenny 2013). There are also further sets of vocabularies (e.g. Kempe 
1891a; T.G.H. Strehlow n.d.) that were collected before and after Strehlow 
senior’s time that can be compared with this collection of words and allow 
the development of an extensive Western Aranda dictionary. 


To assist communities, and other readers, in the ongoing task of 
interpreting the document, this volume includes a brief guide to finding 
pronunciations from Strehlow's spelling and a more extensive discussion 
in David Moore’s chapter. Following the essays that contextualise this 
comparative work ethnohistorically and linguistically are the user guides 
to the pronunciation of the Arandic and Luritja words in Carl Strehlow’s 
orthography and the dictionary entries. In Chapters 2 and 3, Rhonda 
Inkamala and Mark Inkamala write about the contemporary significance 
of this dictionary for Western Aranda people. In Chapter 4, I outline 
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the contact history of the Aranda and Luritja, Carl Strehlow's life in 
central Australia, and the content of his ethnographic manuscripts, their 
philosophical and theoretical setting and some of their linguistic aspects. 


John Henderson's linguistic analysis in Chapter 5 shows the linguistic 
work and thought that went into this comparative dictionary and what 
potential it offers for the study of these languages today, including more 
wide-ranging historical dictionaries for both Arandic and Western Desert 
languages. He discusses the lexicographical achievement in Strehlow's 
work outlining the coverage, the balance of detail, the morphology 
(ie. derivation, compounding, inflection) and semantics of this 
compilation, and discusses some of the limitations of Strehlow's dictionary. 


David Moore addresses in Chapter 6 the difficulties of developing writing 
systems for Arandic languages and Carl Strehlow’s use of what he has 
coined the “Mission Orthography that was first used by A.H. Kempe. 
Moore explores how the early Lutheran missionaries at Hermannsburg 
mission interpreted the sound systems of the Indigenous languages and 
produced a practical orthography for community use. He shows that 
the missionaries took a considered approach, which was informed by the 
best practices of that time, but which by modern standards resulted in 
spelling inconsistencies. Finally, he shows how the modern orthographies 
of these languages emerged to capture sounds in a more sophisticated 
way and discusses the phoneme in detail. A phoneme expresses the sound 
differences in a given language that are significant because they differentiate 
the words of the language, abstracting away from minor sound differences 
that do not. In an ideal phonemic orthography, there would be a one-to- 
one correspondence between the graphemes and phonemes. 


The dictionary manuscript has remained unpublished until now due to 
a number of complicated historical and personal circumstances of the 
main characters involved with the dictionary.

2. WORKING ON THE DICTIONARY 


English 


Many of my people and I were involved in the translation of this 
dictionary into English from Aranda and Luritja. Some of the men, 
including my father, have taken out the old, restricted words so that 
I and other Aboriginal people can read it without any problems. It was 
an enriching experience to work on this dictionary because our language 
is our culture. Before I say more about working on this dictionary, I will 
introduce myself. It will help you understand what language and culture 
means to us. 


Iaman Aboriginal Australian woman ofcentral Australia. Iam multilingual 
and so a fluent speaker of Western Aranda, Luritja and Pitjantjatjara. 
I also read and write in these languages and understand other Arandic 
and Western Desert dialects. My language connections are through my 
parents and grandparents. 


My mia (mother) speaks Western Aranda and Luritja. My mia kanha 
pmara nama (mother’s country), tjamia kanha pmara nama (mother's 
father’s country) and my urra kanha pmara nama (mothers mother’s 
country) are on Tjoritja (also known as West MacDonnell National Park). 


My karta (father) spoke Western Aranda and Pitjantjatjara. My mamaku 
ngurra (father's country) and tjamuku ngurra (father's father’s country) lies 
on Pitjantjatjara territory in the south-west Petermann Ranges. My father 
spoke Western Aranda because he was adopted by the Inkamalas who 
grew him up as an Aranda and as their own. 


There are many central Australian Aboriginal languages that consist of 
a variation of dialects. Arandic dialects may have some common words 
such as kwatja (water) in Western Aranda and kwatye (water) in Central/ 
Eastern Arrernte; marra (good) in Western Aranda and mwerre (good) 
in Central/Eastern Arrernte. Western Desert dialects also have some 
common words, kapi (water), malu (kangaroo) or palya (good) in Luritja 
and Pitjantjatjara. At the same time all these dialects of a language are also 
very different from each other.

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Languages are an important part of our cultural heritage. A language 
is a complex of cultural knowledge, identity and spiritual connection 
through dreamings of our land and ancestors as well as our flora and 
fauna. Language is empowering, it enables speakers such as myself to 
communicate with others by expressing thoughts and ideas about subjects 
such as significant cultural sites and land marks on country. 


As a vernacular teacher and cultural principal at the Yipirinya School, 
I believe teaching and learning our languages is a study of cultural 
knowledge and their systematic structure and orthographies, which utilise 
selected letters of the Latin alphabet. Translating the words of the dictionary 
that my ancestors and Carl Strehlow put down was very difficult as the 
Aranda words were written down in an old spelling system. Working very 
closely with both my parents, my mother Trudy Inkamala and my father 
the late Ingkarta (Pastor) Davie Inkamala, was tremendously helpful as 
the words were old Aranda words that were used by our great ancestors, 
and I learnt a lot and gained so much new vocabulary and understanding. 


Rella nunaka inguia! — 
our old people 


Mark Inkamala? 


It is important to remember the old people (rella nunaka inguia, 
erilknabata), our ancestors, who taught Carl Strehlow our languages and 
provided the information to him for this dictionary. Among his main 
informants were people such as senior Aranda men Loatjira, Pmala 
(Imala), Moses Tjalkabota, Hezekiel Malbunka, Nathanael Rauwiraka, 
Abel Renkeraka and Luritja man Talku. He had many more informants. 
He practised Aranda every day with our ancestors who helped him to 
learn it properly. 


Loatjira (circa 1849-1924) 


Loatjira was a very important Western Aranda man from Mbultjigata 
and the chief of Ntarea, the waterhole that gives the contemporary 
community of Hermannsburg its name. We call Hermannsburg Ntaria 
now. Loatjira was born about 1849, he belonged to the rameia (yellow 
goanna) dreaming. He was a great inkata (ceremonial chief) and nankara 
(healer, doctor). Most of the time he did not live at the mission.

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Carl Strehlow's son T.G.H. Strehlow wrote that his father and Loatjira 
respected each other and were friends, but later their relationship cooled. 
In his book Journey to Horseshoe Bend T.G.H. Strehlow says: 


Loatjira had always been greeted like a loved ruler returning from exile by 
everyone at Hermannsburg whenever he had come back on his infrequent 
visits. Strehlow and Loatjira had always met on such occasions. (Strehlow 


1969) 


Loatjira chose to live outside of Hermannsburg near the Ellery Creek 
and only came to live at the mission after Strehlow's death. Loatjira was 
nevertheless Carl Strehlow's main informant about Aranda culture, as he 
kept Aranda Law strong. He rarely came to Hermannsburg after Strehlow 
had finished his work on sacred stories and the dictionary. Loatjira was 
baptised when he was very old. On 4 November 1923, he was christened 
Abraham. He died not long after his conversion, on 4 October 1924 from 
the Spanish influenza. Loatjira was baptised because he wanted to be 
buried on his country—his father's and father's father's country. 


On Sunday 10 April 1932, T.G.H. Strehlow wrote into his first field 
diary: 


After Aranda service today Moses, Jacobus, Able, Josef, and Martin came 
to the veranda and revived some reminisces of olden times. ... This was 
interesting to me, ... The four natives in the picture ... are Loatjira, Silas, 
Lartjinaka, and Moses. Lo[atjira] was, perhaps, the last of the old nankara 
or witchdoctors of the Western Aranda, and a man of first importance 
in the tribe. He steadfastly used all his influence in the interests of the 
vanishing beliefs of the knaribata or old men til the death of my father. 
Furthermore, he was before then not a station native, but preferred to live 
the old ways of tradition. (Strehlow 1932: 1-2)

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Silas Tmala Ulakararinja Mbitjana 
(circa 1860-1923) 


Silas was a Western Aranda man from Ndata, not far north-west of Jabulpa 
(Glen Helen Gorge) and belonged to aranga (euro) dreaming. He was 
born in about 1860 (Strehlow 1971: xxi, 599, 760) and married Annie 
'Toa in 1890 (see Carl Strehlow 1913: Stammbaum 4; T.G.H. Strehlow 
family tree FT I. 28, p. 8). 


Silas was baptised on 16 April 1900 by Carl Strehlow (T.G.H. Strehlow 
1969—70: 157) and was one of the main informants about Aranda stories 
and language. He appears on Carl Strehlow's genealogy as Ulakararinja 
(Carl Strehlow 1913). He was later known as Silas (Mbitjana). Although 
he been blind from youth (T.G.H. Strehlow 1969—70: 211), he often 
chopped firewood for the Strehlow home, and normally brought down 
on his head the large bread-setting dish with the fat and innards from the 
killing pen (T.G.H. Strehlow 1969—70: 125). 


He died on 24 June 1923 suddenly of heart failure. 


Moses Tjalkabota (circa 1870-1954) 


Moses Tjalkabota was the son of Tjita and Aranaljika. He was born 
around 1870 at Laburapuntja on the Ellery Creek and baptised on 
26 December 1890 by A.H. Kempe, one of the first Lutheran missionaries 
on Aranda country. The children were taught Bible stories, reading and 
writing as well as some arithmetic. Moses also worked in the mission 
garden and as a shepherd. Not long after his baptism, his parents told him 
to leave the mission. He was told: 


Boy, if you continue here, your head will implode, and you will dry up. 
Then the wind will blow you away to the sand hills like a dried-up cicada, 
and we will be unable to find you. 


However, Moses did not return with his parents to Laburapuntja, he stayed 
at the mission, where he married Sofia Inkamala on 25 January 1903.

Between 1905 and 1910 Tjalkabota made major contributions to Carl 
Strehlow’s work about traditional stories, family trees and the dictionary. 
He was blind. Moses also helped Carl Strehlow with the translation of 
the Bible into Western Aranda between 1913 and 1919, and in the 1950s 
he helped T.G.H. Strehlow retranslate the Bible.

After Carl Strehlow’s death, Moses Tjalkabota became a Lutheran 
Evangelist preaching at Deep Well, Horseshoe Bend, Idracowra, Jay Creek, 
Alice Springs, Undoolya, Arltunga and other places. He travelled by 
donkey, camel, buggy, on foot and on trucks. Moses died on 6 July 1954 
at Hermannsburg.“

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Talku (circa 1867-1941) 


Talku was Carl Strehlow’s main Luritja informant, but Strehlow was not 
able to finish Talku's family tree and said (Strehlow 1913: 85, and note 2): 


Unfortunately, I could not gather sufficient data to complete [the family 
tree], for my informant, Talku, who supplied most of the Loritja myths 
and songs. He has left our station again, and his tribal companions 
residing here have married local women and have been included in the 
family trees of the Aranda. 


The man sitting at the end ofthe row on the right is Talku [see Figure 11]. 
It was his mission in life to spear the cattle belonging to the whites. 
During an attempt to escape arrest he was shot through the abdomen. 
He was subsequently brought to the Mission station and remained here 
until he left one day to enjoy his golden freedom. 


Talku was also an important informant for T.G.H. Strehlow (1970: 137; 
1971: xxi, 768). Strehlow wrote that Wapiti was Talku’s name in old age. 
"Wapiti' means yam in Kukatja-Luritja. He too made some biographical 
notes on Talku, aka Wapiti: 


Talku, like Loatjira, was not a resident of Hermannsburg. He was the 
ceremonial chief of the Kukatja yam centre of Merini. Born about 1867, 
he organised raids upon cattle belonging to Tempe Downs Station at the 
beginning of the century. A police party surprised these raiders one day 
south of Ltalatuma, and fired upon them when they sought to evade 
capture. Talku was hit by a bullet from a police tracker's rifle which passed 
through his body and emerged again without apparently injuring any vital 
organs. His upper thigh bone was, however, shattered. He was carried on 
the backs of his friends across the ranges to Hermannsburg, a distance 
of some twenty-five miles. His tough constitution and unconquerable 
courage carried him through this ordeal. After being nursed back to health 
at Hermannsburg, he showed his gratitude to my father by providing 
him with detailed information on Loritja totemic rites, sacred songs, and 
social organization. And then he disappeared again one day into the free 
wild life of his own country. (Strehlow 1971: xxi) 


Talku must have left the station at the very latest in 1909. By 1929 he 
was back at the mission. On his research trip to Hermannsburg, Norman 
Tindale made a data card of Wapiti. He died on 14 January 1941.

Hezekiel Malbunka (1889-1965) 


Hezekiel Malbunka Knuraia was the son of Petrus Paltara and Rebecka. 
He was born in the vicinity of Hermannsburg on 28 March 1889 at Ellery 
Creek (Cawthorn and Malbunka 2005: 71) and baptised nearly one year 
later on 23 March 1890. He married in 1908 (Strehlow 1969: 129, 153). 


Although Hezekiel's family was early on connected to the mission, he and 
others of their father's and fathers father's country that was centred on 
the tjilpa dreaming of Ltalatuma, Gilbert Springs, learnt the tjilpa’s songs 
which have been transmitted to his descendants and are still known. 


Hezekiel was a friend of Carl Strehlow. When Carl got sick in 1922, 
Hezekiel took a telegram to the Alice Springs telegraph station in a record 
time and returned even faster. The telegram contained a plea to the Finke 
River mission board in Adelaide to send help. It was a remarkable feat, 
according to Carl’s son, T.G.H. Strehlow, who wrote that to walk the 130 
kilometres distance to Alice Springs in one and a half days was faster than 
any of their horses would have been capable of. The return trip on foot 
was even faster once Hezekiel had the reply from the south. It took him 
one day. In 1960, he told Carl’s son: 


I got the paper and I went right through. I didnt sleep somewhere in 
the middle. I travelled right back to Ntaria [Hermannsburg]. ... I didnt 
camp on the way. ... I drank water at Untukuntuka. Then I had another 
drink of water at Ntjuikarra. ... From that soakage. Having drunk there, 
I headed back home. In the afternoon, around 5 o'clock, I arrived at the 
Mission. I didn't sleep on the way. (Cawthorn and Malbunka 2005: 73) 


Abel (1888-1950) 


Abel was also an informant of Carl Strehlow. He was documented on 
one of Carl’s family trees (Strehlow 1913: Stammbaum 4) as well as on 
one of his sons, T.G.H. Strehlow (family tree I, 22, p. 6). Abel Mbitjana 
was born on 20 June 1888 at Hermannsburg, his conception site was 
Nguamina associated with ereakura dreaming. In 1906, he married Ruby 
Raggatt later called Rosa. 
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Nathanael Rauwiraka (circa 1871-1950s) 


Nathanael Rauwiraka was often mentioned by Carl Strehlow in 
connection with the bible translation and he also mentions him in his 
letters. Rauwiraka was another important man like Loatjira, he was 
Kantjaras grandson, and the main man for Ellery Creek country that is in 
walking distance (about 20 to 30 km) from the Hermannsburg mission; 
it lies adjacent to Ntaria country. 


Nathanael Rauwiraka documented with T.G.H. Strehlow in his own 
words (to be found in T.G.H.'s unpublished diaries) how he acquired 
his conception site and dreaming in Anmatyerr country, his initiation 
in Luritja country, his traditional marriage arrangements and how he 
became a zankara, a healer with powers. Although he was baptised and 
“Christian, he was a traditional man. Like many Aranda ‘Christians’ 
he also kept his Aranda beliefs. 


He was a true friend and mate of Carl Strehlow, they were the same age. 
He wrote letters in Aranda to Carl Strehlow when he was on holiday 
in South Australia and Germany (many have survived at the Strehlow 
Research Centre). These letters are generally about what is happening at 
the mission, that is, how he and his wife are going, men building their 
own shelters, births and deaths, and that they are missing him. 


On another day, he sent Carl Strehlow a card written in Aranda that was 
stamped at Charlotte Waters on 28 August 1911: 


Tjina nuka kankinjai Nona lata pipa kalainaka unkwangana pipa nanakata 
ngana dankilama wa nuna Nala narirama ltarkna mara etata tota jinga 
tota lata mara ltarkna nana Nuna etja endura knuerama unkwa ngebera ta 
kuta etalerama ngana unta pipa nunaka lata lantamanga nuna lata argana 
narirama jinga tjina unkwanga NathanaeP 


Nathanael spoke German, although it was not taught at the mission, 
apart from German hymns, otherwise Aranda and English was taught. 
Nathanael must have spent much time with the Strehlow family, which 
would have been the only place to learn German. He spoke Anmatyerr, 
Luritja and English beside his own language, Aranda.

Nathanael taught Carl Strehlow alongside Moses the Aranda language 
when he arrived in 1894. He helped collating traditional stories, teaching 
children to write Aranda, worked on the cattle run and participated in the 


bible translation into Aranda. 
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Nathanael's father was Lutiaka Penangka whose country was the Ellery 
Creek region, where also Loatjira, the main chief of Ntarea, was living. 
His mother was Nungalka. Nathanael spent his time between the Ellery 
Creek and Hermannsburg, but after Carl Strehlow had left the mission, he 
stayed most of the time outside of the mission supervising the shepherds. 


Nathanael Rauwiraka Pengarta was the ceremonial chief of Ellery Creek 
from his fathers fathers side. His conception site was in the Iloara 
(Lake Lewis) area on Anmatyerr country, north of his Ellery Creek 
country and the Western MacDonnell Ranges. He married his promised 
wife Maria in traditional ceremony that had been arranged many years 
earlier. They had one daughter Sara Penangka. She wrote, at the age of 
10, to Carl Strehlow when he was on holiday in South Australia in 1903: 


Mr: Strelow

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In 1932 T.G.H. Strehlow (1932: 132) commented on Nathanael whom 
he had not seen for 10 years: 


Nathanael is the chief overseer over the shepherds, and is also camped 
permanently at Long Water Hole [Thata] or on the No 4 Block. He is 
the only ‘gentleman’ amongst the natives at the Mission, a good-natured, 
jovial, open-hearted fellow, who, one feels, is superior by birth: one almost 
feels in him a sort of class-mate and school mate of my father's—indeed, 


his handshake and his hearty “Guten Tag ... 


These are only a few short biographies of our ancestors, there are many 
more. I found some of the information at the Strehlow Research Centre, 
where all papers of father and son are held, but I also know many details 
about my people that were handed down to me from my ancestors. We do 
not want to forget them and I hope that we will be able to write in time 
all of their stories down.

Carl Strehlow’s comparative dictionary and language description work 
probably began taking shape in 1905, although he had already been 
collecting vocabularies for over 10 years mainly for teaching and theological 
purposes.! The impetus for the compilation of the dictionary came from 
his editor, Baron Moritz von Leonhardi, who played an important role in 
the formation of Strehlow's ethnolinguistic work. On 9 September 1905, 
von Leonhardi wrote to Strehlow: 


Myths in the Aranda language with interlinear translations would be 
of great value; and a dictionary and a grammar would provide the key 
to them. A dictionary outlining the meaning of words as well as short 
explanations of the meaning of individual objects, characters in the myths 
etc., is highly valued in science.? 


This request indicates that the ‘key he had in mind would go beyond 
being only an assistance to translating texts, but would also contribute 
to an understanding of Aranda culture and an analysis and description 
of their language. He made similar statements about the importance 
of documenting the Loritja language and provided continuous

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encouragement for collecting mythological texts in both languages. 
Together this data would make it possible to ascertain whether Loritja and 
Aranda were distinct languages.” Alongside the comparative dictionary, 
Strehlow also compiled a comparative Aranda and Loritja grammar that 
he had completed by 18 April 1910.* The interests behind this linguistic 
work were of practical, philological, theoretical and philosophical nature. 
Such interest was in this German anthropological context not unusual. It at 
once described the Aranda and Loritja languages, illustrated theoretical 
points made by the emerging Kulturkreislehre or culture circle theory 
(see Kenny 2013) and demonstrated that Aranda and Loritja were two 
different languages and as complex as any other languages in the world.

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Prior to his collaboration with von Leonhardi, Strehlow's interests were 
predominantly theological, with the goal of producing translations of 
Christian texts. This focus took second place to the ethnographic and 
linguistic work during Strehlow's five-year period of close collaboration 
with von Leonhardi between 1904 and 1909. Once he had completed 
his ethnographic work, Strehlow's interests returned to translation for 
his missionary work. The focus on the comparative study of language 
was certainly reminiscent of von Humboldt’s paradigm, as well as of 
Max Mueller’s philology, that original texts along with a grammar and 
dictionary was the way forward in comprehensively documenting a people's 
language. Due to the nature of this emerging modern comparative and 
linguistic approach to the documentation of the complexity and richness 
of central Australian languages and cultures, Strehlow's work now provides 
an opportunity to chart change and continuity across a century. 


Von Leonhardi repeatedly emphasised the importance of a publication 
of a comparative grammar and dictionary as an essential part of their 
ethnographic publications on the Aranda and Loritja cultures. Indeed, he 
thought that the language study would be the culmination of Strehlow’s 
ethnolinguistic work and remarked to him: 


To complete your work you must finally write a language study 
[Sprachlehre] of Aranda and Loritja—that will be its zenith.’ 


As things turned out, the death of Baron von Leonhardi® in 1910 meant 
that neither the dictionary nor the comparative grammar were ever 


published. 


Aranda and Loritja 


Strehlow’s study area (see his 1910 map, Figure 18) lies in a transitional 
zone where Aranda and Loritja speakers meet. Many people who belong 
to this border area are still fluent speakers of Aranda and Luritja and 
may switch seamlessly from one language into the other. A.H. Kempe, 
the first language worker (to borrow a modern term) in this region, had 
observed that the local language had incorporated words and phrases 
from the neighbouring language (i.e. Luritja to the immediate west 
(Kempe 1891a: 1). This region is not only linguistically complex, but also

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culturally, as different Arandic subgroups as well as Western Desert people 
meet here. In this area the section and subsection systems converged, for 
example, and two land tenure systems met (Strehlow 1965; Kenny 2010). 


The Arandic language variety or dialect documented by Carl Strehlow 
belongs to the upper Finke River, mainly from the north-western and 
Hermannsburg areas of the Western Aranda people and the western 
portion of the MacDonnell Ranges (see T.G.H. Strehlow 1971: xx), 
though it also includes words that belong to surrounding Arandic varieties. 
Carl Strehlow often distinguished between the Western, North-Western, 
Eastern and Southern Aranda in his writings, but without defining exactly 
where their territories lie. On his map of 1910 he placed the Western 
Arandic dialect, Aranda Ulbma, on the upper Finke River, roughly between 
the MacDonnell and James Ranges (including Hermannsburg mission), 
the Aranda Roara as the dialect for the area between the eastern part of 
the MacDonnell Ranges and James Ranges including Alice Springs, the 
Aranda Lada from approximately Henbury along the Finke River and the 
Aranda Tanka between Charlotte Waters and Oodnadatta along the lower 
Finke River (see Figure 18). It is impossible to judge what these names 
and language regions really indicate. Generally, language boundaries are 
diffuse and may even fluctuate with the movements of their speakers; it 
also may depend from whose point of view a language variety is described. 


The Arandic group Carl Strehlow identified as Aranda Ulbma today 
identifies as Western Aranda, referring to their dialect as Western or Tjoritja 
(the name of the West MacDonnell Ranges) Aranda.’ Strehlow's Aranda 
informants lived in an area bounded roughly in the north by the West 
MacDonnell Ranges (Strehlow 1907: 32, 42; T.G.H. Strehlow 1971: 670, 
note 19) that separates them from the Anmatyerr and Northern Arrernte 
peoples. In the south, their country stretches along the Finke River past 
the James Range, to the countries of Southern Arrernte or Pertame and 
Matuntara (Luritja) peoples. To the west, it extends to The Derwent, the 
western Aranda-Luritja language border area, and to the east it abuts 
the territory of today's Central Arrernte people (see also T.G.H. Strehlow 
1947: 59).

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The Western Arandas first sustained contact with non-Aboriginal people 
occurred in the 1870s when the Lutheran missionaries arrived in central 
Australia. Among them were A.H. Kempe (1844-1928) and L.G. Schulze 
(1851-1924) who began the documentation of the language at a ratapa 
(twin) dreaming? place on the upper Finke River where they set up 
a Lutheran mission, which they named Hermannsburg after the seminary 
that had trained them. Life on the frontier was incredibly harsh, the 
missionaries nevertheless pursued their language work, which included 
the development of a first Arandic orthography and teaching literacy, 
to spread the gospel in Aranda. By 1891 the mission was abandoned; 
the missionaries had succumbed to the hardship and challenges of the 
desert. 'Three years later, in 1894, Carl Strehlow (1871—1922) arrived to 
re-establish the mission, and immediately took up the study of Aranda, 
as would mission staff after his death in 1922. In the contact history 
of the Aranda, the Lutheran missionaries played an important role. 
Their colonial involvement included, among other changes, a Lutheran 
inscription on the Aranda language that they achieved by a) codifying 
this language in multiple orthographies, b) semantic changes to key 
terms (e.g. altjira, kutungulu and even tjurunga) and c) the reduction 
of vocabulary (which was also partly the result of the sedentarisation at 
the mission from a hunter-and-gatherer lifestyle) by discouraging and 
limiting many cultural practices.’ 


Luritja is a dialect of the Western Desert language and is not closely 
related to Aranda. It is not exactly clear when Luritja people encountered 
the first missionaries. However, by the turn of the century some of the 
people living to the immediate west of the Western Aranda, who called 
themselves Kukatja, had moved into the Hermannsburg mission. Carl 
Strehlow remarked that the people whom the Aranda called ‘Loritja, 
referred to themselves as “Kukatja (Strehlow 1907: 57, Anmerkung 9). 
According to T.G.H. Strehlow, the word Luritja was the Aranda name 
applied to speech groups west of Aranda territory (1947: 177—78). Today 
the Western Desert group in the area call themselves Luritja or Kukatja- 
Luritja when referring to their ancestry and history. The country of 
the Kukatja-Luritja lies to the west of the Derwent River, which marks 
broadly the Aranda-Luritja language border. This language boundary

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zone sometimes determines how people perceive their country. People in 
the area often describe the border area as ‘mix-up’ country, referring to the 
fact that a number of places have both Luritja and Aranda names and that 
there is no clear boundary between them.

Carl Strehlow's linguistic and ethnographic investigations built on 
Kempe'? and Schulzes work that included an Aranda grammar and 
vocabulary of circa 1,750 words.!! His work on language would last nearly 
three decades. During the intense period of recording Aranda and Luritja 
myth, song, social life, family trees and vocabulary between circa 1904 and 
1909, Strehlow’s principal collaborators were Loatjira (c.1846-1924),'? 
Moses Tjalkabota (c.1873-1950), Pmala (c.1860-1923), Nathaneal 
Rauwiraka (c.1871—1950s) and the Luritja man Talku (c.1867-1941) 
(see Chapter 3).

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Carl Strehlow 


Carl Friedrich Theodor Strehlow was born on 23 December 1871 in 
a little village in northern Germany, as the seventh child of the village 
schoolteacher. The village pastor Carl Seidel recognised the outstanding 
potential of the child and sparked his interest in myth and song. With 
great dedication, Seidel prepared his protégé for entry into a seminary and 
was able to place him in the Neuendettelsau mission seminary in southern 
Germany. 


Carl graduated with a high distinction (gut plus) and in April 1892 was 
sent to his first posting (Liebermeister 1998: 19), Bethesda mission at 
Lake Eyre in remote and arid Australia. There he joined J.G. Reuther 
(1861-1914), who had left the Neuendettelsau seminary four years 
earlier. From the moment he arrived, he studied the language of the local 
people, and within six months, it is said, he spoke the local language 
(Schild 2004: 55), and by 1894, in collaboration with Reuther, he had 
translated the New Testament called Testamenta marra, into Dieri, which 
was published in 1897.

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In late 1894, at the age of 22, he was transferred to the Hermannsburg 
mission, now called Ntaria after a sacred site in its vicinity, where he stayed 
for nearly three decades. He ran it as a mission and a cattle and sheep 
station, providing pastoral care for more than 100 Aboriginal people who 
became Christians, as well as a large number of their relatives who lived 
on the fringes of the mission. As soon as the Lutheran mission staff of the 
Hermannsburg mission managed to acquire a moderate proficiency in the 
vernacular, they used the Indigenous languages in church services and in 
school (Moore 2003: 24). Within months of Strehlow's arrival he became 
fluent in Aranda and preached in the vernacular (Eylmann 1908; Kenny 
2013).

Despite the desolate condition at the mission, Carl started rebuilding it 
with great enthusiasm, not least motivated by the prospect that his young 
fiancée Friedericke [Frieda] Johanna Henriette Keysser would be arriving 
within the year. Travelling from Germany, Frieda, 19 years of age, joined 
Carl in 1895. Despite the inconveniences, Frieda embraced her role as 
a missionarys wife. She started to learn Aranda, to teach the women 
household skills intended to improve health and living standards. She had 
six children at the Hermannsburg mission. Her first child Friedrich was 
born in 1897, her only daughter Martha in 1899, Rudolf in 1900, Karl in 
1902, Heinrich in 1905 and her youngest son Theodor in 1908.

In 1901 Baron Moritz von Leonhardi, a wealthy German armchair 
anthropologist, wrote to Strehlow asking him for some information about 
the people of the Hermannsburg mission. A real friendship developed 
between these men that resulted in a fruitful intellectual exchange between 
1901 and 1910 and produced a masterpiece. Von Leonhardi became Carl 
Strehlow’s editor and organised the publication of Strehlows magnum 
opus Die Aranda- und Loritja-Stämme in Zentral-Australien (1907-20) 
through the Ethnological Museum of Frankfurt. 


In mid-1910, just after Strehlow had completed his ethnographic work, 
he departed with his family for Germany. The trip was intended as a break 
for Carl and Frieda, and to secure an education for his children. In his 
luggage Strehlow took many items with him that his editor had requested, 
including the dictionary manuscript. Without doubt the publication of 
the comparative grammar and dictionary of Aranda and Loritja would 
have followed had it not been for von Leonhardi’s premature death. 
He died from a stroke late in October 1910, only days before he was to 
meet Carl Strehlow. 


After an extended stay in Germany and placing his five eldest children 
with relatives and friends, he returned in 1912 to central Australia, with 
his wife Frieda and their youngest son Theodor (1908-1978), who 
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would later become one of the most controversial figures in Australian 
anthropology. In 1913, not long after his return to the Hermannsburg 
mission, Carl began the translation ofthe New Testament into Aranda with 
Moses Tjalkabota, Nathanael Rauwiraka and Jacobus. 'They completed it 
in 1919. Parts of it were published after his death as Ewangelia Lukaka 
(1925) and Ewangelia Taramatara (1928), without mentioning the role 
of the translators. In this period Carl Strehlow extracted data from his 
original dictionary manuscript and produced a second extensive wordlist, 
which is likely to have been for the translation of theological texts.' 


When World War I broke out the Strehlows suffered greatly for leaving their 
children in Europe, and at the wars end they decided to leave for Germany 
to see them. However, 30 years of mission effort had taken their toll on Carl. 
In mid-1922, as he waited for his replacement, he fell sick. All attempts to 
treat him locally failed and he died on 20 October 1922 at Horseshoe Bend 
after an agonising journey south on his way to medical help. 


On that final journey, he was accompanied by his wife Frieda and his 
son Theo, who 47 years later wrote a highly acclaimed, award-winning 
autobiographical novel based on this trip, called Journey to Horseshoe Bend. 
Mother and son travelled on to Adelaide and the dictionary manuscript 
as well as the original handwritten manuscripts of the publication Die 
Aranda- und Loritja-Stämme in Zentral-Australien journeyed with them. 


The manuscripts 


Carl Strehlow’s published work Die Aranda- und Loritja-Stämme in 
Zentral-Australien was based on three handwritten manuscripts called 
Sagen, Cultus and Leben. Sagen (myths/legends) contains the Aranda 
and Luritja myth collections, Cultus (cults) songs that were sung during 
ceremonies and Leben (life) describes aspects of social life. They were 
published in seven instalments between 1907 and 1920 and are the richest 
and densest ethnographic text written on Western Aranda and Luritja 
cultures of central Australia at the beginning of the twentieth century. 
The original handwritten manuscripts survived in Australia; Strehlow had 
sent only copies to Germany in segments for comment and publication 
(Kenny 2013: 37). Those copies were destroyed in World War II during 
the bombing of the Ethnological Museum of Frankfurt.

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The comparative dictionary is the fourth handwritten manuscript and 
has remained unpublished. It contains thousands of Aranda, Loritja and 
Dieri to German glosses. It probably represents the largest and most 
comprehensive collation of Indigenous words of Australian languages 
compiled around the turn of the twentieth century, closely matched only 
by Reuther linguistic and ethnographic work on the Aboriginal cultures 
of the Lake Eyre Basin (Lucas and Fergie 2017). 


Dates within the pages in the dictionary manuscript indicate that Carl 
Strehlow compiled it around the turn of the twentieth century. He noted 
on the last page “Beendet am 23. Aug. 1906’ (Completed on 23 August 
1906) and 'Korrectur beendet am 15. Dec. 1909' (Corrections completed 
on 15 December 1909). This original dictionary manuscript and the 
original volume manuscripts Sagen, Cultus and Leben are now held at the 
Strehlow Research Centre in Alice Springs. Notes deposited with these 
manuscripts and letters at the Strehlow Research Centre and the Special 
Collection of the Barr Smith library suggest that T.G.H. Strehlow had 
them in his possession from the 1930s until his death in 1978. Although 
the dictionary manuscript is a unique documentary record in Australia, 
and despite it being in his scholar son's possession, and then his widow's 
possession, it has remained nearly unknown for over 100 years. Efforts 
to publish the dictionary after completion were thwarted not only by the 
untimely death of von Leonhardi, but also by T.G.H. Strehlow’s constant 
use of it. 


The manuscripts travelled back from Germany with Carl Strehlow in 1912 
and the dictionary manuscript was used to create a typed wordlist version 
for Aranda bible translation between 1913 and 1919. All manuscripts 
were taken in the luggage on his excruciating journey to Horseshoe 
Bend in 1922, packed by his 14-year-old son in the previous fortnight 
before leaving the Hermannsburg mission permanently (T.G.H. Strehlow 


1969: 9). 


After Carl Strehlow's traumatic death, and despite her ambivalence towards 
her husband's work on the Aranda and Luritja cultures, Frieda gave the 
manuscripts to her youngest son T.G.H. Strehlow when he started his 
language studies in the early 1930s. The dictionary manuscript seems to

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have been a lifelong companion of T.G.H. Strehlow. He annotated it in 
some places by hand and it becomes clear these manuscripts were not 
only professionally but also emotionally of unimaginable value to him. 
He took it with him when he returned in 1932 to central Australia (Kenny 
2013: 153)!5 and when he died in 1978 it was found on his desk at the 
University of Adelaide. The manuscripts disappeared for some time but 
surfaced again in the 1990s. They were among the items" confiscated at 
the house of T.G.H. Strehlow's widow that were at the centre of a dispute 
over their ownership. They are now deposited at the Strehlow Research 
Centre in Alice Springs.

The dictionary manuscript's form 


The dictionary manuscript is a complex document that not only contains 
four different languages, but also a number of different scripts as well 
as shorthand that say something about the time period in which it was 
produced and Carl Strehlow's education and scholarship.

Kukatja column circa 6,800, and Dieri column circa 1,200 entries. His 
Loritja was sometimes labelled Kukatja (see Figure 23). This seems to 
indicate that (i) one of his main informants might have been Kukatja 
or identified clearly as a Kukatja speaker, rather than being possibly a 
multilingual Arandic informant, (ii) he changed informant(s) part-way 
through the research project, or (iii) the language labels were both in use, 
but he changed his mind on which to use. 


He was initially attempting to compare four Indigenous languages. An 
additional column was set up for Narrinyeri words, but there are no 
entries in it. He may have run out of time, not have had enough data on 
Narrinyeri, or the task to include it may have been simply too enormous 
and work-intense. 


A look at an excerpt of a page of his dictionary manuscript illustrates the 
difficult task of transcribing it. The Aranda, Loritja/Kukatja and Dieri 
words in the first, third and fourth columns are written in Latin script. 
Strehlow knew Latin script as it was used in all European countries outside 
of Germany and by educated Germans who engaged with people outside 
of their own country. 


The words in the second column are German and written in a German 
script. Carl Strehlow and his son T.G.H. Strehlow used a German script 
that was called Kurrentschrift when writing in German (not Sütterlin which 
was developed much later and was only used in the 1930s). At the turn 
of the century there were many versions of these scripts used in different 
parts of Germany. At this time, there were endless public discussions in 
newspapers and academic publications about the pros and cons of the use 
of Latin script versus a German script. 


In the middle column there is occasionally some shorthand. In the 
example in Figure 25 from page 40 of the manuscript, someone who knew 
shorthand added its transcription, that is ‘die Abteilung der Gruppe, der 
ich nicht angehöre’ (the group I do not belong to) and ‘von einander’ 
(of each other). It appears to be T.G.H. Strehlow’s handwriting. However, 
the shorthand is not always annotated in this way. Carl Strehlow used 
a shorthand called Stolze, which was the preferred system in northern 
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Germany. There were many competing stenographic systems in Germany 
at that time. An extensive literature discusses the arguments about which 
system is best and how to improve it. In the 1930s the National Socialists 
implemented a common system and prohibited all others.'?

Most German scholars knew shorthand; it was one of the distinguishing 
features of education as well as an efficient technique used by scientists to 
record information. One could jot down in real time a speaker's narrative 
and it used very little paper, which was a valuable and scarce resource at 
the remote Hermannsburg mission in central Australia. It is possible that 
Carl Strehlow learnt shorthand at school. If he had not acquired this skill 
before he was trained as a missionary, he would have learnt it from his 
early mentor Otto Seidel or at the Neuendettelsau seminary.

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The dictionary content 


Carl Strehlow's dictionary contains vocabulary that relates to mythology 
(in which the flora and fauna play an important role), kinship and 
ceremonial activities, as well as social life in general and material culture, 
because these were the focus of Carl’s ethnographic work. Although the 
transcriptions of Indigenous myths and songs in Aranda and Luritja are 
accompanied by German interlinear and free translations in Strehlow’s 
published work, an Aranda-German-Luritja dictionary is required to 
understand the full richness of this early ethnography. 


The type of mythological text material and its vocabulary that Carl 
Strehlow collected describes the core of an Arandic belief system that 
today is referred to in English as the Dreaming or The Law. The myths and 
songs about the earth-dwelling ancestral beings, called at the turn of the 
twentieth century in Aranda the altjirangamitjina and in Luritja tukutita, 
explain how the world was created and reflect many aspects of traditional 
Aboriginal life. Strehlow remarked that these narratives represented the 
Indigenous understanding of the world and their perception of how their 
laws and social systems came into being. The narratives of the exploits 
of the altjirangamitjina, both in prose and poetics, often transform into 
a description of the totemic or dreaming animals and plants (Strehlow 
1910b: 5). The vocabulary includes names of ancestral beings and spirits, 
verb forms and adjectives that are used in these myths and descriptions of 
flora and fauna. 


The large number of words for different plants, animals, reptiles and 
insects—including those that appear in the mythology of the Aranda 
and Luritja—not only reflected their ontology but also, in Carl’s view, 
their daily engagement with the environment and an Indigenous natural 
history, ‘as the totems of the Aranda’ usually belonged to the animal and 
plant world, reflecting their knowledge of the natural world” (Strehlow 
1910b: 5). Strehlow published a list of Aranda and Luritja totems 
containing 442 totems or dreamings, of which 411 were animals and plants 
(Strehlow 1908: 61-74). Of these, 312 were used as food or as stimulants. 
There are many other plants and animals listed in his dictionary.

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The dictionary also abounds in useful and important data on social 
classification, in particular a large number of kinship terms that are 
mostly still in use in central Australia. The kinship system encompasses 
the whole population, with the ability to describe the closeness of 
different relationships. In his work about social life he showed how the 
two different section systems connected with each other (see Strehlow 
1913: 62-89). For example, his account of the “marriage order’ starts 
with the basic division that organises Aranda people into two groups 
(exogamous moieties)” called Näkarakia (‘our people’) and Etndkarakia 
(‘those people’) or Maljanuka (‘the ones belonging to the other group’). 
‘These terms are not names for one or the other moiety but were reciprocally 
used by both groups (Strehlow 1913: 62). Today Arandic people still refer 
to such groupings and use the section and subsection systems called ‘skin’ 
by Aboriginal people in central Australia. The Aranda system is compatible 
with others in the broader region. The skin or section/subsection systems 
cross-cut linguistic and social boundaries and facilitate group interaction, 
ceremonial gatherings and marriage. Strehlow charted the Aranda system 
in the following way: 


Gruppe: A. B. C. 
Purula m. + Pananka w.: Kamara. 
Kamara m. + Paltara w.: Purula. 
Ngala m. + Knuraia w.: Mbitjana. 
Mbitjana m. + Bangata w.: Ngala.

20  Moieties (halves) divide the social world of a people into two groups that are sociocentric. 
The same people are always grouped together regardless from whose perspective one is considering 
people. The division into moieties is evident in a number of social behaviours, ceremonial proceedings 
and in relationships to land. 
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Knowledge of the kin terminology and subsection system are 
indispensable for the understanding of all social institutions and 
ceremonial proceedings in central Australia, which includes a vast array 
of public as well as restricted rituals belonging to both men and women. 
These involve songs connected to myths and ceremonies. Strehlow (1910b, 
1911) documented 59 Aranda ceremonies and their associated songs 
and 21 Loritja ceremonies. Many of these ceremonies were performed 
individually in public as well as in restricted ceremonial forums or as part 
of the initiation process that, according to Strehlow, had seven stages at 
the turn of the twentieth century (Strehlow 1913). The last ceremony?! 
was the largest and most prestigious ceremonial gathering, drawing men, 
women and children together from far places to witness the conclusion 
of the rites that brought young men into adulthood. According to Carl 
Strehlow’s research, in his time all types of ceremonies and performances 
had either the purpose of intitjiuma meaning to initiate into something, 
to show how something is done’ or mbatjalkatiuma meaning ‘to bring 
about, make fertile, improve conditions of’ (Strehlow 1910b: 1-2) and 
had public aspects that were witnessed by women, children and the 
uninitiated. At many stages of initiation, for example, women played 
a role, performing dances called ntaperama” (Strehlow 1913: 19) or 
smoking ceremonies called ulbuntakelama® (Strehlow 1913: 36). The 
general public was usually never far off from the privileged procedures 
offering practical, ceremonial and emotional support. 


Strehlow’s myth and song texts are accompanied by drawings, descriptions 
of who performs what at which places in the central Australian landscape, 
how it is performed, what ceremonial artefacts are used and their purposes. 
Descriptions and interpretations of material culture are interspersed 
throughout Strehlows work to illustrate and enhance the text. His 
collection included well over 1,000 objects and mundane artefacts that 
he had sent to Germany.” He sent carrying dishes, boomerangs,” spears, 
spear throwers, sacred objects,”° clubs, shields, hair strings, stone knives 
and axes, digging sticks, chains made of native beans, and many other

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items that he lists in this dictionary and the last volume of his work 
(Strehlow 1920: 8-14) to his editor in Germany. The items mentioned in 
the dictionary were for most part produced by Aranda and Luritja people, 
though there are terms for some pieces that were not manufactured in the 
region and were not recognised by the people I worked with. 


The intellectual context of the dictionary 


The comparative dictionary and grammar that von Leonhardi had hoped 
would be an integral part of Carl Strehlow’s publications was to provide 
the key for the interpretation of the extensive collections of the Aranda 
and Luritja text materials. It was to contribute to the understanding of 
Aranda and Luritja peoples worldviews and show that their languages 
as well as cultures were distinct. The richness of the linguistic data was 
also to show that Aboriginal languages were no different to any others 
in the world and could express the full range of human cognition. Thus, 
the broader purpose of such a language study or ethnolinguistic project 
around 1900 had not only empirical dimensions, but was as much 
theoretical and philosophical in orientation. 


The German language tradition that was a hallmark of nineteenth-century 
German anthropology was in some ways related to Lutheran language 
theory and practice that reached back to Martin Luther’s reformation. 
It had been a crucial part of Luther's treatises to spread the gospel in 
German rather than in Latin or even a German rendition of the Vulgate. 
Luther preached that the word of God was to be taught in vernacular and 
translated into a peoples mother tongue (Wendt 2001: 8; Moore 2015: 
39). As a consequence, in the nineteenth century it was characteristic of 
German Protestant mission theology and practice to pay special attention 
to a peoples language and its implications for idiom and other dimensions 
of culture (Schild 2004: 54). These studies of Indigenous languages 
often resulted in the production of grammars and dictionaries as well as 
collections of myth texts and other aspects of cultures. 


German missionaries in Australia brought this linguistic tradition with 
them. Among the missionaries, it went without saying that they had to 
learn the language of the people they were sent to serve. This tradition 
dovetailed with linguistic views of the emerging German discipline 
of anthropology about the importance of language. One of the main 
principles of German anthropological thought emanating from Herderian 
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and Humboldtian philosophy, which were expressed by Bastian, Virchow 
and their anthropological circle in Germany, and by Boas in North 
America, was the focus on language as the main tool of its empiricism. 
The meticulous and diligent study and collection of linguistic material 
(grammar, vocabulary and original text) became central, and was the 
most important feature of nineteenth-century German anthropology and 
ethnology. 


Probably the main reason for the emphasis on language was that it was 
seen as the embodiment of a people’s culture or spirit, its Geist. Literally 
Geist means ‘spirit’ or ‘ghost’, however, in this context it means ‘the essence 
of a people’ or the spirit (mind/intellect/genius) of a people. This view 
has its roots in German eighteenth-century philosophy that emphasised 
the ideas of particularism opposing progressivism and deduction. 
It became part of mainstream German intellectual life and absorbed into 
anthropological thought (Marchand 1982: 20). 


Thinkers who influenced the development of this sort of anthropological 
thinking were Johann Gottfried Herder (1744-1803), Georg Foster 
(1754-1794), the von Humboldt bothers, Wilhelm (1767-1835) and 
Alexander (1769-1859) as well as Immanuel Kant (1724-1804) to some 
degree, although Herder was critical of race theory (Mühlmann 1968: 
62) and in particular of Kant’s. Herder, the founder of German historical 
particularism, was influential on anthropological thinking, because he was 
interested in the differences in cultures over time, and from one people to 
another (Adams 1998: 271). 


Herder rejected the concept of race as well as the French dogma of the 
uniform development of civilisation. He believed that there were many 
unique sets of values transmitted through history and that civilisations 
had to be viewed from within—that is, in terms of their own development 
and purpose (Berlin 1976: 174). Humanity was made up of a great 
diversity, language being a crucial manifestation that expressed a people's 
particularity. The Geist of a people, he believed, was embodied in their 
language, which included oral literature and song texts of Indigenous 
peoples. Therefore language became critical in German anthropological 
research and a precondition of authoritative ethnography. To achieve their 
Herderian goal, (i.e. to document the various manifestations of cultures 
as completely as possible), German anthropologists were committed to 
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inductive science and an empirical methodology. They stressed the need 
to gather as much information as possible before attempting to generate 
theories about human difference (Penny and Bunzl 2003: 15). 


True to the paradigms of nineteenth-century German anthropology, 
Strehlow’s editor believed that thorough empirical research had to be 
conducted before universal laws pertaining to humankind and ideas of 
their origin could be developed. Language was the main tool for such an 
empirical study of cultures. His editor stated that it ‘is simply impossible 
to penetrate the heart of the beliefs of the Australian Aborigines without 
thorough knowledge of their language." He perceived language as the 
embodiment of a peoples mind and spirit that was both Herderian and 
Humboldtian in character. Wilhelm von Humboldt maintained that 
there were two steps in language research, which needed to be undertaken 
to be able to make statements about a people's culture and language. 
The first step was to describe the structure of the language (grammar and 
dictionary) and the next its use (Gebrauch) (Humboldt [1820] 1994: 16), 
by which he meant oral literary text (Foertsch 2001: 113). 


Thus, in Strehlow and von Leonhardi’s central Australian project language 
was method and phenomenon and could not be separated from culture. 
Through language, phenomena like myths and social institutions as well 
as material culture that seemed similar, related or identical, could be 
established as specific within their own cultural and linguistic context. 
Language was not only a research tool, it also had a philosophical 
dimension, showing how other people thought. Von Leonhardi in 
particular understood the particularity of a culture and saw language and 
its literature as a reflection of this specificity. The exact description and 
recording of language and transcription of original Australian Indigenous 
text, he believed would give insight into peoples 'Anschauungen' (views) 
and their ‘Geist’ Lepi 2 


Kulturkreislehre 


Another reason for the emphasis on language in Carl Strehlow's research 
was that in the period in which the material for Die Aranda- und 
Loritja-Stämme in Zentral-Australien was collected—1904 to 1909—a

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new method and theory in German anthropology was emerging. It 
was called the kulturhistorische Methode (culture-historical method) 
and Kulturkreislehre (culture circle theory). The aim of this diffusionist 
theory was to chart historical movements of peoples as well as to identify 
traits of culture circles. One of the obvious traits of a culture circle was 
language or a language group, which presumably helped to distinguish 
one circle from the other or suggested overlay and mixing of cultures. 
Through language comparison, which looked at dialect variations and the 
possible travel of words, myth and song, along with comparative studies 
of material culture and social systems, it was believed possible to discover 
migration patterns and how the distribution of peoples over long periods 
of time across the globe had occurred. Von Leonhardi may have hoped 
to clarify with Strehlow's linguistic data what happened at the edges or in 
transitional zones of culture circles, as Carl Strehlow's mission was located 
in such a linguistic and cultural transitional region. 


Prominent German representatives of diffusionist theory were PW. 
Schmidt, Fritz Graebner, Bernhard Ankermann and later also Leo 
Frobenius. In the first decade of the twentieth century most theorising 
on the Kulturkreise and -schichten was undertaken in letters between these 
men and other scholars (Penny 2002) and most of the anthropologists 
who would publish on this subject were still developing their methods 
and theories or out in the field collecting ethnographic and linguistic data 
as well as material culture to bolster their hypothesis. Only occasionally 
were short pieces published in German anthropological journals such as 
Globus, Petermanns Mitteilungen or Zeitschrift für Ethnologie. 'The first 
major work on the Kulturkreislehre was Graebner's Methode der Ethnologie 
published in 1911 followed by Pater Schmidts Die Gliederung der 
Australischen Sprachen? published between 1912 and 1918 in his journal 
Anthropos. 


Strehlow’s editor, Moritz von Leonhardi, participated in the early 
phase of the development of the Kulturkreislehre and explored the use 
of comprehensive descriptions of languages to explain hypotheses of 
the emerging theory. His understanding of language in the context of the

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Kulturkreislehre was informed by close reading of the limited amount of 


existing material in the century’s first decade and his correspondence with 
PW. Schmidt. 


Work on the culture circles and their distribution concentrated initially 
on material culture and social organisation. The first, very brief linguistic 
contribution on Australian language in the context of the Kulturkreislehre 
was written by Pater W. Schmidt in 1908. The comparison and classification 
of language was believed to give insight into ethnic origins, migrations 
and prehistory. Based on some linguistic evidence extracted from the very 
limited literature, Schmidt (1908) declared that his findings suggested 
with certainty that the Aranda were not ‘primitive’, not an earliest form 
of inferior culture, as social Darwinism wanted to see them. 


Schmidt, as well as Graebner, Foy and Thomas in England, saw the 
population of Australia not as homogeneous, but consisting of a number of 
layers of peoples and cultures that at different times in prehistory migrated 
and partially amalgamated. 'The oldest layer was believed to have spread 
from Tasmania and thought to have occupied all of Australia at some 
stage, surviving in the south-east of the continent. On the Tasmanian layer 
it was believed that at least two further layers had introduced new cultural 
elements like totemism, the boomerang and the spear thrower.? Schmidt 
(1908: 869) suggested that a fourth layer originating in New Guinea 
had swamped the Australian continent from the north and reached its 
southern extent with the Aranda which, he believed, was evident in his 
linguistic investigations. 


For von Leonhardi it was important to try to establish the links or their 
absence between the languages and cultures of central and south coast 
Australia. He speculated that very ancient elements of culture may have 
been preserved on the southern coasts of Australia where apparently no 
boomerangs, shields, marriage classes or totemism existed and it: 


would be the very oldest population of Australia, probably the Tasmanian 
one, which may have been pushed by migration waves with a slightly 
higher culture and differing language to the south and south east and 
possibly to the south west coast where they seem to have survived. 


‘However’, he concluded in 1909, ‘that is all still very problematic. ?!

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The theory of culture circles and layers was still very hypothetical and 
most details unclear at the end of the first decade of the twentieth century. 
Where the two layers and waves of migrations overlaying the original 
Tasmanian stratum, for instance, had come from, was still a mystery.” 
It was not even clear what traits needed to be present in a culture 
circle, to define it as such (Kluckhohn 1936: 138—9), and this problem 
would never be solved—and thus by mid-century the Kulturkreislehre 
had substantially faded into insignificance. Despite its limitations, the 
ethnolinguistic data that was amassed in its heyday remain an immensely 
valuable body of work. 


Concluding remark 


Carl Strehlow's comparative dictionary and his ethnography Die Aranda- 
und Loritja-Stämme in Zentral-Australien were products of a German 
nineteenth-century style that was language-based and strictly descriptive. 
A century after their production, they remain invaluable resources for 
Aranda and Luritja people. Language was not only method for Strehlow, 
but proof that the Aranda were part of the universal plurality of humanity. 
His last public remark on language in 7he Register on 7 December 1921, 
after 27 years of studies in central Australia, makes this clear. Rejecting 
evolutionary theory explicitly he wrote that the wonderfully structured 
language of the aborigines, and their religious beliefs ?? show that their 
languages and cultures are as sophisticated as any others in the world.

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Assessing Carl Strehlow's 
dictionary as linguistic description: 
Present value and future potential 


John Henderson 


Introduction 


The extent and quality of Carl Strehlow's comparative dictionary makes 
it an extraordinary work for its time, and in some ways it remains so 
by current standards. The sheer number of entries—around 7,600—is 
impressive, and for its time it demonstrates a reasonably sophisticated 
attempt to characterise meanings. This chapter primarily considers the 
dictionary as a work of language description—in terms of the analytical 
concepts of linguistics and the methods of modern lexicography. 
Understanding the value and limitations of Strehlow' dictionary in these 
ways provides an appreciation of his achievements in the dictionary, its 
place in relation to other current Aranda! and Luritja language resources, 
and perhaps most importantly its potential contribution to new resources 
for these languages.

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The first section gives a brief overview of the nature of the dictionary. 
It considers the context from which the dictionary arose, its contribution 
to more recent work, and the languages that are represented in it. The next 
section looks at the basic organisation of information into entries in the 
dictionary. The following sections then focus in detail on the important 
grammatical information in different types of entries, and the strategies 
for characterising meaning. The representation of Aranda sounds in 
the dictionary is discussed here only as it relates to lexicographical 
and grammatical matters. The accompanying chapter on the Mission 
Orthography provides a fuller discussion. The analytical concepts of 
linguistics used in this chapter are introduced for a broader readership at 
the relevant points. 


Overview 


The dictionary is examined here as a work in its own right although it 
is just one component of Strehlow’s overall descriptive work. He also 
collected and documented numerous traditional texts from Aranda and 
Luritja people, and wrote an analysis of the grammar and other materials 
(which include an account of Aranda sign language). The collection of 
texts is particularly significant because texts can provide a wide range of 
words and expressions used in a range of contexts—necessary information 
for a high-quality dictionary. His intellectual work in translating texts 
from Aranda and Luritja, and in translating Christian materials into these 
languages, must also have contributed to a sophisticated analysis of the 
grammar and lexicon of both languages. His dictionary can be evaluated 
for the accuracy, range and depth of its description of the lexicon, and like 
any other work of language description those things should be evaluated 
in terms of the author's goals and methods, and the goals of its audience, 
and in terms of the principles and practices in language description. 
For modern readers of the dictionary, it is important to understand 
the nature of the work in order to interpret the individual entries. It is 
presented in this volume in a publication format like other modern 
dictionaries, but the content is not a final version ready for publication. 
It is a handwritten draft which has many inconsistencies and limitations, 
and interpreting entries is not always straightforward. 
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As a historical work the dictionary is a record of the language at an earlier 
point in time. It both documents the local community language heritage 
and offers an understanding of the paths of language change over a period 
of enormous social change. It is clear that today’s Aranda and Luritja are 
fundamentally the same as the languages of Strehlow’s time, but as speakers 
today get the chance to work through this dictionary it will become clearer 
how much of the ‘old language has changed or been lost. Some words in 
the dictionary have not been recognised by those Aranda speakers who 
have had a chance so far to make their own evaluation, though not all 
these cases necessarily indicate change or loss in the languages. Strehlow’s 
spelling of the Aranda and Luritja words is in many ways not specific 
enough to indicate which of the sounds of these languages actually occurs 
in a given word. His definitions vary widely in detail but are mostly only 
simple glosses in German, and as useful as they may be, we can see from 
comparison with modern dictionaries that producing a fuller account of 
the meaning of a word requires a more developed approach. So in some 
cases, even very knowledgeable speakers might not recognise Strehlow’s 
entry for a word they actually know. In the cases where speakers actually 
do not already know the word, it is not straightforward to work out how 
that word was pronounced and what its precise meaning was. 


Strehlow’s description of the Western Aranda language was preceded by 
the impressive work of Hermann Kempe, his missionary predecessor 
at Hermannsburg 1876-91 and a founder of the mission. Kempe's 
grammatical description and vocabulary was published in 1891. It seems 
reasonable to assume that Strehlow was influenced by and benefited 
from Kempes work, though it is clear from the much greater size of 
Strehlow’s dictionary that he was seeking a much fuller and more detailed 
coverage of the vocabulary, and must have developed a deep knowledge 
of the language. Modern experience in producing dictionaries means we 
can be confident that Strehlow's dictionary was at enormous expense in 
terms of time and effort. For one thing, it is significant that it is a large 
handwritten list that is mostly alphabetically ordered, because this must 
have been preceded by a method of collecting individual words over time 
before they could be collated into an ordered list. It may be that he used 
a common method of starting off with a paper slip for each entry as the 
word was recorded, and inserting it into the stack of slips at the right place 
in the alphabetical order. By any method though, the task was enormous 
in a pre-computer age. Given that the practical aspects of his everyday life 
in the early mission were very demanding (Lohe 1977), his linguistic and 
cultural description is an even greater achievement. 
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This volume describes Strehlow's work as a heritage dictionary. This term 
recognises not just that it has value as part of Aranda and Luritja history, 
it recognises that the dictionary is a work of its time and context. People 
looking for a dictionary of the languages today have a range of modern 
resources available in the current orthographies. The Western Arrarnta 
Picture Dictionary (Roennfeldt et al. 2006) is a school language resource, 
in the modern orthography used in school programs and some other 
contexts in the Hermannsburg area. The /ntroductory Dictionary of Western 
Arrernte (Breen et al. 2000) is in the alternative modern orthography that 
was used for some years at Yipirinya School in Alice Springs.” The Pintupi/ 
Luritja Dictionary (Hansen and Hansen 1992) is an extensive dictionary 
of the Western Dialects adjacent to the Western Aranda area. 


Although Strehlow's dictionary is being published for the first time now, 
it has had a major influence on the modern dictionaries produced in the 
last few decades, as well as on the unpublished dictionary (and other 
work) produced by his son T.G.H. Strehlow. Carl Strehlow's dictionary 
played an important role in the initial stages of the Arandic languages 
dictionaries program at the Institute for Aboriginal Development (IAD) 
in Alice Springs. It was the largest source used in developing a starter 
list for collecting information on words in different Arandic languages 
(together with work by Ken Hale, Gavan Breen and other researchers). 
The words in the starter list were used as prompts for speakers to provide 
information on their own language, and their information is what 
the modern dictionaries are based on. The series of major dictionaries 
published by IAD includes the Eastern and Central Arrernte to English 
Dictionary (Henderson and Dobson 1994), the Introductory Dictionary of 
Western Arrernte (Breen et al. 2000), the Central & Eastern Anmatyerr to 
English Dictionary (Green 2010), the Kaytetye to English Dictionary (Turpin 
and Ross 2012) and the Alyawarr to English Dictionary (Green 1992; 
second edition by Blackman et al., forthcoming). In relation to Western 
Desert languages, the IAD program also produced the Pitjantjatjara/ 
Yankunytjatjara Dictionary (Goddard 1996), and has contributed directly 
and indirectly to other works, including Glass and Hackett’s (2003) 
Neaanyatjarra & Neaatjatjarra to English Dictionary. The dictionaries 
program has also contributed in various ways to some of the Picture 
Dictionary volumes published by IAD Press. 


2 See Chapter 6 in this volume for a detailed discussion of the differences between the various 


orthographies. 
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With these major dictionaries published, and with smaller works and other 
research, it is now feasible to plan a combined dictionary of the Arandic 
languages, probably as a digital resource. Such a dictionary should include 
historical content, especially from Strehlow's dictionary but also from 
other early sources. Together with the entries from the various individual 
modern dictionaries, it would document the connectedness, difference 
and change within the Arandic languages. It would be a major ongoing 
resource for the Arandic communities and for Australian Indigenous 
studies more generally. 


The languages 


This is a comparative multilingual dictionary in that it includes Aranda, 
Luritja, German and some Dieri (now also written as Diyari).’ It is not an 
etymological dictionary: it does not attempt to relate the words of these 
Australian languages to each other as descendants of common ancestral 
languages. It also does not identify historical borrowings from one 
language to another, though it is reasonably clear that the neighbouring 
Aranda and Luritja languages have borrowed words from each other over 
along period of time. A full analysis of this borrowing remains to be done, 
and no doubt this dictionary, along with others, will be key sources for 
that analysis. 


Since Strehlow’s spelling of Aranda and Luritja does not accurately and 
consistently represent the sounds of those languages, in this chapter his 
spelling of an Aranda word will generally be followed by its spelling in 
the two current orthographies for Western Aranda. The two alternative 
spellings are separated by a double-slash ‘//’, so for example tanalama 
{tarnalhama//ternelheme} ‘stretch yourself out’. The first alternative is 
in the Finke River Mission (FRM) orthography following the model in 
Roennfeldt et al.'s Western Arrarnta Picture Dictionary, and the second 
is in the IAD orthography following the model in Breen et al.’s (2000) 
Introductory Dictionary of Western Arrernte. For Strehlow’s spelling of 
Luritja words, a modern spelling is provided following the model of 
Hansen and Hansen’s (1992) Pintupi/Luritja Dictionary. 


3 Interestingly, the names ‘Luritja and ‘Aranda—in any spelling—do not appear in Kempe 
(189 1a), and in fact he gives no names for any varieties. However, the name of the Arandic language 


at Charlotte Waters was recorded in 1875 by Giles as ‘Arrinda (Taplin 1879). 
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Strehlow’s dictionary is in some ways basically two dictionaries: an Aranda 
to German dictionary, and an Aranda to Luritja dictionary. Aranda is 
clearly the primary language in this work overall. The most obvious 
evidence is that the list is alphabetically ordered—to the extent that it 
is—according to the Aranda words. Also, while almost 10 per cent of the 
7,500-plus entries give an Aranda word with no equivalent in Luritja, 
there is only a handful of entries where a Luritja word is given without an 
equivalent in Aranda. 


A multilingual dictionary like this may suggest to some readers that Aranda 
and Luritja are fundamentally equivalent in the meanings of words, that 
each word in one of these languages has a single corresponding word with 
the same meaning in the other language. This is generally not true of any 
two languages (though it might be true of very close dialects of the same 
language). It is not true of Aranda and Luritja. Certainly, there are many 
cases where there are corresponding words with the same meaning—or 
close to it—but there are many cases where there are not. 


Firstly, there are cases where Strehlow gives the same Luritja word for two 
different Aranda words, for example: 


Aranda Luritja 


takama alani ein Loch in einen hohlen Baum hauen 
(mit dem Beil). (chop a hole in a hollow tree 
(with an axe), smash, break] 


altjurilama alani ein Loch machen, óffnen (Tür) (make a hole, 
open (door)] 


In modern dictionaries, we see that Aranda altjurilama 
{altjurelamallaltywerileme} and Luritja alani {alani} both have at least 
two senses, (i) to make a hole or opening in something, and (ii) to open 
a door, hatch etc. However, Aranda takama itaakamalltakeme] has a 
different meaning: 'smash in, break through, make something collapse 
(like a house) or cave in (like a burrow)' (Breen et al. 2000). Luritja alani 
and Aranda taakamalltakeme can be both applicable to some particular 
situations, depending on the physical nature of the situation, but there are 
also other situations where alani is applicable but taakamall takerne is not. 
For example, alani is used to refer to the normal way of cutting open the 
belly of a kangaroo to gut it, but Aranda żtaakamall takeme is not. 
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Conversely, in cases such as the following, there are multiple entries 
for the same Aranda word, with each entry apparently picking out the 
meaning in different contexts, and for each of these there is a different 
Luritja equivalent. In this particular case, the entries are consecutive, and 
it may be that Strehlow has specifically used separate entries to show the 
relationship between the Aranda and corresponding Luritja expressions. 


Aranda Luritja 


jurankama kurangañi sausen (Wind), heulen (Sturm) 
(Rausch, Wind) whistle (wind), howl (storm) 


jurankama ` lulumanafii rauschen (Meer) 
sough (sea)*

Finally, in many other cases, such as the following example, a number 
of Luritja words are given in the same entry. This should not be taken to 
mean that these words are necessarily all equivalent in Luritja.

On the basis of the modern dictionaries of related dialects, Aranda nilkna 
{nyilkngallnyelknge} here is roughly ‘secretly, stealing; theft’ while the

Dialects 


The Aranda words in the dictionary are said to be from the “dialect of 
the Upper Finke area’, and today the dictionary is often identified as 
the Western Aranda dialect, which is strongly associated with Ntaria 
(Hermannsburg) and neighbouring communities. However, the situation 
is more complex than this. Firstly, there are close to 300 words annotated 
by Strehlow as Northern (156 words), Southern (123) and Eastern varieties 
(8). Most of these are consistent with currently known dialect differences. 
In about a quarter of these instances, the entry also indicates what the 
corresponding Western Aranda form is. Secondly, there is evidence of 
words that are recognised today as other dialects, but are not annotated as 
such in the dictionary. For example, Strehlow's matja ‘fire’ does not occur 
in the modern Western Aranda dictionaries, but is found in the southern 
dialect Pertame (as metye). It may be that this type of situation reflects 
a more mixed population at Hermannsburg in Strehlow's time, with some 
speakers of dialects from other areas. Dialect divisions are not by nature 
clear-cut, so it may also be that in some cases the local dialects simply had 
more than one word with the same meaning—synonyms—and one or 
more of these synonyms just happened to be shared with another dialect, 
as so many words are. Finally, it is likely that there were originally smaller 
dialect distinctions—with perhaps just a few differences—within the 
"Upper Finke area. 


The Western Desert language is both traditionally and currently spoken 
over an enormous area with many local dialects, shading from one into 
another. Strehlow identifies the Western Desert dialect in the dictionary 
as 'Loritja for the first third of the notebook and as Kukatja for the 
remainder. Speakers of the dialect today usually label their language 
as Luritja. The naming of varieties of the Western Desert language is 
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traditionally multilayered and somewhat variable depending on context 
and purpose, but it seems clear that Strehlow's Kukatja and Luritja both 
refer to basically the same variety? Strehlow reports that Kukatja was the 
name speakers used for themselves, and Luritja is the name originally 
used for them by Aranda speakers. In the dictionary, Strehlow identifies 
only a handful of words as belonging to other specific Western Desert 
dialects outside of the immediate area. All of these involve more southern 
or western dialects. 


In some of the entries where more than one word is given for Luritja 
or Aranda, they are at least related in meaning, but may not all be from 
exactly the same dialect. For Western Desert dialects like Luritja, there 
is often a number of synonyms for a given meaning (Hansen 1984). 
The individual synonyms in a dialect are often also found in other 
dialects—but not necessarily all synonyms in every dialect. For example, 
in the following case Strehlow presents both Luritja ¿tára and ngdpiri 
as equivalent to Aranda para. Each of these words also occurs in other 
Western Desert dialects, but as Goddard (1996) shows, there are dialects 
where only one of these two occurs. Note also the small local differences 
in meaning in this example.°

5 The term Kukatja is also used for a more remote variety of the Western Desert language spoken 
at Balgo in Western Australia and, traditionally, it appears to have been used to refer to other Western 
Desert varieties which distinctively use the word kuka for ‘meat’. 

6 The river red gum is now generally classified as Eucalyptus camaldulensis rather than Strehlow's 
Eucalyptus rostrata. The bloodwood was reclassified as Corymbia opaca in the 1990s. 
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This is part of a complex pattern of synonyms in and across Western 
Desert dialects. Hansen (1984) describes each dialect as having many 
cases where there is a number of synonyms for a given meaning, though 
in the individual cases in a given dialect some synonyms are used more 
than others at a particular point in time. One factor is that if a particular 
synonym is placed under taboo following the death of a person with 
a similar-sounding name, other synonyms can be used instead. Speakers 
are also typically familiar with synonyms that they attribute to dialects 
other than their own. 


Entries, words and expressions 


One way to understand the basic organisation of information in 
a dictionary, and therefore to compare dictionaries, is to ask the question: 
What kind of list is this dictionary? In this section, we will try to answer this 
question for Strehlow's dictionary. 


Basic entry structure and ordering 


The basic structural considerations for a dictionary entry are (i) the 
basis for what constitutes a distinct entry, and (ii) what type and level of 
information is provided in each entry. There is of course a wide range 
of possibilities for a given dictionary depending on the information 
that is available to the compilers, the resources and time that is applied 
to the work, and the compilers goals for the use of the dictionary. For 
example, on the first point here some dictionaries, such as Goddard's 
(1996) dictionary of Pitjantjatjara and Yankunytjatjara, have entries 
for individual grammatical suffixes, whereas others such as Hansen and 
Hansens (1992) Pintupi/Luritja dictionary do not. In general, Strehlow 
does not have separate entries for suffixes, but he does annotate around 
50 items as postpositions, a group which includes postpositional particles 
or clitics, and the odd suffix. 
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In order to get a broad overview of the structure of entries in Strehlow's 
dictionary we can compare here a single entry, focusing on Luritja, with 
corresponding entries from a range of dictionaries” of Western Desert 
language dialects that are closely related to Luritja. Note that nangani/ 
nyanganyi and nyangu are different tense forms of the same verb.

In terms of the types of information, Strehlow's entry clearly has the 
simplest structure here, with a single Luritja word and a one-word 
German gloss, ‘schen’ (look, see, ...}. Cook (1982) adds grammatical 
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information on each verbe conjugation—identified by the label ‘(wa)’— 
and its transitivity— Vt to indicate a transitive verb. Strehlow explicitly 
indicates grammatical information such as transitivity only sporadically. 
It is clear though from his 1910 grammatical notes that he was well aware 
of the details of Aranda and Luritja grammar. Hansen and Hansen’s (1992) 
entry further adds cultural information that is presented as relevant to this 
particular word, on eye contact in this case. 


The Pintupi/Luritja entry also lists a range of cross-references to other 
words with related meanings in that dictionary. For example, the first 
cross-reference ngurrtjunu is defined in its entry as ‘examined, tested, 
inspected; to inspect articles with a view to choosing the best one; to look 
over an object carefully'. Such cross-references have two functions. Firstly, 
they indirectly add to the definition of nyangu by identifying the area(s) of 
meaning that the word falls in, and point to the aspects of meaning which 
these related words share with nyangu. Secondly, the cross-references 
indirectly point to the aspects of meaning which distinguish the words 
from each other. For the language learner, the cross-references can identify 
the choices to be made in selecting an appropriate word. This type of 
information can also come from the Finder section of the Pintupi/Luritja 
dictionary where the entries invite the user to consider what the most 
appropriate word might be, for example: 


saw: rupungu, tjarangkanu, miranu, nyuulykunu, yinawarranu, nyangu. 


Goddard (1996) does not provide any cross-references to related words 
in the particular Pitjantjatjara/Yankunytjatjara (P/Y) entry above, 
though this dictionary does indicate synonyms in many other entries. 
The semantic analysis is more sophisticated in distinguishing four specific 
senses within the range of meaning of the word, and the explication of 
the meanings of these senses is enriched by providing examples of use in 
different situations, and translations of these examples. The entry also 
provides additional grammatical information, a list of the different tense 
forms: 'nyangu saw (past); nyangangi...'. This is not routinely provided 
in verb entries in this dictionary because there is a regular pattern of such 
inflectional forms for each verb conjugation. Without explicitly stating 
so, the inflectional forms are listed in the nyanganyi entry because some 
of them are irregular (i.e. different from what would be expected for 
a standard nG-class verb). 
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Another obvious aspect of the P/Y dictionary is that it groups together 
as subentries in one complex entry a set of expressions that are based on 
nyanganyi. Strehlow’s dictionary also provides such a set of expressions, 
but they are all independent entries. See the sample below (leaving out the 
Aranda equivalents). This set is more extensive than in the P/Y dictionary 
nyanganyi entry, primarily because Strehlow is providing these Luritja 
expressions with the intent of matching each of the Aranda expressions

These separate entries above are not all actually consecutive in Strehlow’s 
dictionary. 


Unlike the P/Y dictionary, Strehlow’s is not organised specifically so that 
separate but related Luritja expressions are grouped together, though 
this does result coincidentally in some cases. Mostly there is not even an 
indication of the relationship between expressions like the above (except 
for a few cross-references). Aranda related expressions are often grouped 
together simply because of the alphabetical ordering. This happens 
because of the particular facts of derived word forms in Aranda, and also 
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in some cases because of the way Strehlow's spelling under-differentiates 
the sounds in words. There are a few cases, though, where Strehlow 
ignores alphabetical order in order to group related expressions together. 
These mostly involve multi-word expressions, as we can see in the set 
of consecutive entries below where none of the indented lines would 
be in that position if ordered strictly alphabetically. The indenting itself 
explicitly represents these as subentries of ankama {ngkama//ngkeme}. The 
choice of which expressions are presented as subentries can be inconsistent: 
we can see more words below related to ngkama//ngkeme that are distinct 
entries, with unrelated words occurring in between in some cases. There is 
no indenting in most such cases in the dictionary.

We can also see another aspect of entry ordering here that relates to the 
handwritten nature of the original and its status as a draft. The words 
inkana and inkanga above, which are well out of alphabetical order, were 
originally written as ankana and ankanga respectively and then overwritten 
with the initial 4. The correct forms also occur later in roughly their 
expected place in alphabetical ordering. 


5. ASSESSING CARL STREHLOW'S DICTIONARY AS LINGUISTIC DESCRIPTION 


Now that the dictionary has been transcribed into a digital form, there 
are clear opportunities here to re-present the information to both make 
expressions easier to find and to indicate the relationships between them. 
The Aranda expressions in the entries could be sorted into consistent 
alphabetical order, and a reversal could also list the Luritja expressions in 
alphabetical order. While this would improve usability for some purposes, 
we should be aware that each of Strehlow's entries was written in the context 
of its neighbouring entries, and the original ordering may therefore be 
necessary to help interpret an entry. In a digital version of the dictionary, 
normal searching would make it simpler to find words even when they 
are in quite distant entries. In a more sophisticated digital version, entries 
could be linked to explicitly show the relationships between them, and 
though this would be a fairly large task it would make it possible to 
present to the user a set of related expressions for comparison. 


Single and multi-word expressions 


In nearly 90 per cent of entries there is a single Aranda headword, 
as illustrated in the example of rêma see above. Most of the remainder 
have multi-word expressions, two or more synonyms, or in just a few cases 
an example sentence. There are various types of multi-word expressions, 
including classifier constructions such as manna inkua below where the 
classifier nominal manna (marna//merne] PLANT FOOD combines with the 
nominal inkua to focus on this plant as a source of food.

The distinction between single headword and multi-word expressions 
is not always as straightforward as it might seem. To an extent, it is 
a matter of writing conventions whether some expressions are written 
as a single word or as two or more words. There may also be variation 
between the possibilities. This is a common situation in various languages, 
including English, where some compounds can be written in different 
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ways, for example car park, car-park and carpark are all in common use. 
Similarly, among the Luritja forms above related to nyanganyi ‘see, look, 
..., Strehlow clearly gives a two-word version nakula kanjini and a one- 
word version nakulakanjini for the same expression (nyakula kanyini) 
in different places. In a handful of cases, Strehlow even presents a short 
sentence as a single word: 


Strehlow’s spelling: ngamilai! 


Modern spelling: ngaama ilai 
ng-ame il-O-aye 
Analysis: 2"dPersonSingularSubject- say-Imperative- 
Contrast Emphasis 


Strehlow’s translation: Du selbst sagen {Say it yourself} 


Citation forms 


Dictionary entries are, of course, based on a headword or expression. 
The headword is typically a conventional citation form which actually 
represents a whole set of inflected words. For example, most English 
dictionaries do not have separate entries for walk, walks, walking and 
walked. Ihey have a single entry which expresses the idea that while 
this is a set of distinct words in one sense, they also together constitute 
a single word in another sense. In the second sense here, the overall set of 
these words constitutes the lexeme wALK. Ihe specific words walk, walks, 
walking and walked are the inflectional forms of the lexeme wark. In a 
dictionary, one of the inflectional forms (e.g. walk) is typically selected as 
the citation form that represents the lexeme. Citation forms like this are 
typically chosen by some general principle in a dictionary, rather than on 
a case-by-case basis. The citation form of verbs in English can be described 
in grammatical terms as the base form (because it does not include a suffix: 
walk in contrast to walk-s, walk-ing and walk-ed), or as the infinitive form 
(which is the form that occurs when tense is not represented, especially 
in the infinitive construction with the preposition to, e.g. ‘to walk’ or 
to be). For English, the citation forms for nouns and verbs are a very 
well-established tradition going back at least as far as the early dictionaries 
of the sixteenth century. 
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When there is no earlier tradition of dictionaries to follow in a language, 
the citation form is selected by lexicographers on the basis of factors 
such as whether speakers have a sense that one inflectional form is basic 
in each lexeme, or even on the basis of common translation practices in 
the community. It may also take into account the target audience and 
the ways they are expected to use the dictionary. Sometimes a citation 
form is chosen because the form itself indicates important grammatical 
information about the lexeme. 


In both Aranda and Luritja, most vocabulary items have a number of 
distinct inflectional forms: nominals (nouns, adjectives etc.) have different 
case forms and verbs have different forms according to tense etc., as we 
see in the following tables (which show only some of the inflectional 
categories for each).

For nouns in both Aranda and Luritja, it is a typically a straightforward 
matter of selecting the form without a suffix. In the above table, this is 
the Nominative case form, and this is the inflectional form that Strehlow 
chose. For verbs, the choice ofa citation form is more complicated. For one 
thing, in Luritja there is no regular base form which has no suffixes. 
For example, in the case below, there is no word patja corresponding to 
the English base form ‘bite’: every inflectional form of this Luritja lexeme 
has one suffix or another. 
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Aranda Luritja

In order to assess Strehlow's choice of Present tense as the citation form 
for verbs, it is necessary to consider the grammatical structure of words in 
these languages. 


Grammatical information 


As the comparison with modern central Australian dictionaries above 
shows, a lexical description typically requires information on the 
grammar of individual words, both the internal composition of words and 
relationships between them, and the properties which determine how they 
form phrases and clauses together, such as transitivity. Strehlow provides 
explicit information of this kind only sporadically in the dictionary, but 
some clues can be found in the citation forms, the grouping of entries, 
and the definitions. In this section, we examine some key aspects of 
grammatical information relating primarily to verbs. 


Verb inflections and verb classes 


Strehlow and Arandic lexicographers since him follow Kempe (18912) 
in selecting the Present tense form of the Aranda verb as the citation 
form, for example ngama ‘carry (kngamall kngeme].? Indeed present tense 
and similar verbal categories are commonly used as citation forms in 


9 The earliest known published list of vocabulary in an Arandic language, Christopher Giles’s 
1875 vocabulary from Charlotte Waters in northern South Australia (published in Taplin 1879), also 
gives Aranda verbs in the Present form, but the corresponding English verbs are given in the -ing 
participle form, for example ‘dying’. 
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dictionaries of Australian languages. It is the citation form in the modern 
Western Arrarnta Picture Dictionary (Roennfeldt et al. 2006) and the 
Introductory Dictionary of Western Arrernte (Breen et al. 2000). Present 
tense seems to be a natural citation form for most verbs for Aranda speakers 
today. It is the form that is typically given in responses to researchers and 
learners’ questions such as “How do you say eat? or "Whats the word 
for fall? However, the Aranda Present is not the only possible answer to 
such questions: occasionally older speakers especially may give the Aranda 
Imperative (order) form, presumably because they interpret the English 
base form as a request for a translation of the English Imperative, for 
example 'eat!". 


The Aranda Present citation forms are matched in Strehlows German 
translations with the infinitive forms of German verbs, which is the 
standard citation form in German dictionaries. For example, Aranda 
nima {ramallreme} and Luritja nangani {nyanganyı} are glossed as sehen 
(translated into English as ‘see, look, ...’). Kempe's (18912) wordlist gives 
the base/infinitive form of English verbs. Kempe’s choice of the Aranda 
Present as the citation form in his dictionary may actually have been an 
attempt to match the English, and perhaps German, Infinitive forms. 
In a rather unclear statement in his grammatical description, he says that 
the Aranda Present form ‘also represents the Infinitive of the verb, there 
being no other form to indicate it, so that the meaning is, "I do beat,” or 
“I beat.” (1891: 14). Other Aranda forms also correspond to the English 
and German Infinitive forms in various functions. The distinct Aranda 
Imperative form would match the English base/infinitive form in its 
imperative function, for example Look”. The Aranda Purposive form, 
for example ritjaka//retyeke 'see-PURP', matches the English “(to) see’ and 
German ‘seher Infinitive forms in uses such as ‘go to see ...’. 


With just a couple of exceptions, Strehlow cites Luritja verbs in a similar 
way to the Aranda, that is, in the corresponding Present tense form, 
e.g. nangani {nyanganyi} ‘see, look, .... The recent Luritja Picture 
Dictionary (Hansen et al. 2011) also uses the Present as the citation form, 
butsome other modern dictionaries of Western Desert dialects have chosen 
differently. Hansen's Pintupi/Luritja dictionary uses the Past Perfective 
form, as shown in the comparison of entries above: nyangu ‘saw’. Glass 
and Hackett’s (2003) Ngaanyatjarra & Ngaatjatjarra to English Dictionary 
uses the Future form: nyaku ‘will see’. The choice of the citation form 
in these cases does not necessarily determine the English citation form in 
definitions. For the Pintupi/Luritja dictionary's Past tense citation form, 
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the definition is a direct translation, that is, with the Past tense form of the 
English verb, e.g. nyangu ‘saw’. Cook's wordlist also has the Luritja Past 
tense as the citation form but gives the English base/infinitive form in the 
definition, e.g. nyangu 'see, look at. Similarly, the Future tense citation 
form for Ngaanyatjarra/Ngaatjatjarra words is matched by the English 
base/infinitive citation form, e.g. nyaku ‘see, ...' rather than ‘will see, ...". 


Unlike Aranda, in Luritja and other dialects of the Western Desert 
language there are four basic classes of verbs (also called conjugations). 
These classes are defined by the overall pattern of the inflectional forms of 
each verb in the different tenses etc., as demonstrated by an example verb 
from each class.

The verb classes are labelled here in the standard ways used for Western 
Desert dialects. The top set of labels are based on the form of the Perfective 
Imperative: La class verbs mark the Perfective Imperative by adding the 
suffix —/a to the verb stem, ngurri- above, and similarly with the suffixes 
—wa and —rra respectively for wa and nna class verbs, added to the stems 


10 The meanings of the inflectional categories in this language do not precisely match the 
inflectional categories of English. But, as a rough indication: Perfective Imperative ~ ‘Do it; 
Imperfective Imperative = ‘Be doing it! ; Present = ‘is doing it’; Future = ‘will do it’; Past Perfective < 
‘did it’; Past Imperfective = ‘was doing it’; Participle = '(while/and) doing’. 
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pu- and ya- above. For Ø class verbs, no suffix is added, which means that 
the word that consists of just the stem—with no suffix—has the specific 
Perfective Imperative meaning (rather than being a type of neutral form of 
the verb). The alternative verb class labels reflect the consonant, if any, that 
immediately precedes the ku(ku) part of the Future forms, for example L 
class verbs have /l/, as in ngurri.l.ku above, and N class verbs have /n/, as 
in ya.n.kuku above. In © class verbs no consonant occurs in this position, 
as in nyina.ku above. 


As noted above, Strehlow did not indicate the verb class in a verb 
entry, though he was clearly aware of the different inflectional patterns 
illustrated in the preceding table. Given the inflectional patterns of the 
four conjugations, Strehlow's choice of the Luritja Present as the citation 
form does not provide enough information from the form itself to identify 
the verb class in all cases. The ending of the Present form ngurrini in the 
table above, for example, is sufficient to identify it as a LA class verb since 
no other verb class has the same ending ...ni for Present. Once the class 
of the verb is known, all the inflectional forms follow from that: ngurrilku 
‘will seek’ etc. However, with the Present forms nyinanyi ‘sit, punganyi 
‘hit’, and yananyi ‘go’, their respective verb classes cannot be determined 
because the Ø, wa and RRA classes all end with ...ryi in the Present form. 
A reader would need to know that the composition of these verbs is nyina- 
nyi, pu-nganyi and ya-nanyi respectively before they could identify the verb 
class of each. The only clues in the dictionary to the class of such verbs 
is that in a few cases the verbs also occur in a different inflectional form 
within another entry, as part of a larger expression or compound word, 
or in an example sentence. But the other entry has to provide enough 
information to recognise the verb. For example, in Strehlow's entry for 
nintini ‘tell, teach, instruct, show’, the example sentence contains the 
Perfective Imperative form yarra plus an emphatic ending -yi (his jerrai!) 
but the rather free translation he gives does not make this clear. 


Strehlow’s spelling: kapi nintintaku ` ngalajerrai! 

Modern spelling: kapi nintintjaku ` ngalya-yarra-yi! 

Analysis: water:Object show- this.way-go- 
Purposive Emphasis 


Strehlow’s translation: Zeig mir das Wasser. (Show me the water!) 


Literal translation: Water to show (me) come! 
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Unfortunately, Strehlow's spelling further reduces the limited ability to 
distinguish a verb as LA class ending in ...ni versus ©, wA and nna classes 
ending in ...nyi. He does not reliably represent the important distinction 
between an alveolar nasal /n/ (as also occurs in English), a retroflex /n/ 
and a laminal /ny/. So from just the spelling of his verb entry bakani, it is 
not strictly possible to know whether it is pronounced pakani or pakanyi, 
and it is therefore not possible to deduce which verb class his bakani is 
in, and therefore what the other inflectional forms of this verb are. There 
is a hint in the fact that when an /i/ vowel follows in the verb endings, 
he tends to represent /ny/ as «fi» and /n/ as «n», which would suggest 
that his bakani is probably pakani rather than pakanyi. But he does not 
represent these sounds consistently. The uncertainty in this case would 
be compounded because he also gives the verb as bakani in some other 
entries such as wontira bakani leave one behind’, which suggests pakanyi 
instead of pakani. A Luritja speaker of course knows the verb pakani ‘rise, 
set off, ...' and can easily recognise this in Strehlow's spellings bakani 
and bakani, but an accurate representation of the sounds is required for 
a description of the language. 


If the goal of Strehlow's wordlist was just to allow Luritja speakers to 
find out the German or English equivalents of Luritja words they already 
know, then there would be no real need to indicate which class a particular 
verb is in or to list all the different forms of each verb in the dictionary. 
The speakers of the language already know what the forms of a given verb 
lexeme are (without even having to know that there are different verb 
classes). However, in a dictionary like Strehlow's, there are other users and 
uses. For an old verb that Luritja speakers today do not recognise, or for 
learners or researchers of Luritja, the requirement is an explicit description 
of the vocabulary of Luritja in which the class and/or inflectional forms of 
each verb should be indicated in some way. Most modern Western Desert 
dictionaries do this by explicitly indicating the appropriate verb class label 
in the entry, such as ‘®’, as we might do for an entry for wangkanyi ‘speak, 
talk, ...’. This then tells us all the inflectional forms, for example the Past 
Perfective wangkangu ‘spoke, talked, ...’. It is also possible to list all the 
different inflectional forms of a verb in an entry, but printed dictionaries 
tend not to do this for reasons of space, and perhaps readability of 
entries. As indicated in the discussion above of the P/Y dictionary entry 
for nyanganyi, the inflectional forms are only listed because this is one 
of a handful of irregular verbs. Its inflectional forms do not completely 
follow the pattern of wa class verbs. For example, the Future form is 
nyaku, and not *nyangku which would be expected by the regular pattern. 
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Word formation 


The standard set of inflectional forms that each lereme has in Aranda and 
Luritja can generally be analysed in terms of a specific suffix to represent 
each inflectional category. In the simplest cases, the inflectional suffix 
attaches to a single morpheme which constitutes the root of the word, 
for example, Luritja patjalku ‘will bite’ consists of the Future suffix -/ku 
attached to the root morpheme patja-. The inflectional suffix may also 
attach to a combination of morphemes. These structures fall into two 
general types, derivation and compounding. 


Arandic languages have complex verb structures, and for each basic verb 
there are usually distinct derived lexemes each with a specific variation of 
meaning. For example, Strehlow lists the following:

These are not random variations on the basic verb: they all consist of 
a number of individual distinct parts which each contribute their own 
meaning to the overall word. The verb root is followed by one or more 
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derivational formatives, and then an inflectional suffix which provides 
the information about tense and related meanings. For example, in the 
following words, maangk-//mangk- ‘grow’ is the verb root and the final 
inflection is the PRESENT tense suffix. The derivational element -a//el- 
//-elhil- contributes a distinct causal meaning, hence ‘cause to grow’.

Derivational formatives like Causative -alhel-//-elhil- play a very important 
role in expressing meaning in Aranda—they build a large proportion 
of the lexemes in the language (just as English derivation builds a large 
number of lexemes in English, and similarly for many other languages). 
Strehlow’s dictionary entries do not identify the specific derivational 
formative or its individual meaning; however, it can often be inferred from 
the related words in the dictionary, especially if the particular derivational 
formative leaves the words together in the alphabetical ordering. Further, 
the meanings he gives for a derived lexeme do not always directly reflect 
the meaning of the root. For example, the gloss ‘bring up (children)’ 
might not automatically suggest a derivational relationship with a distinct 
lexeme that means ‘grow up’ (although in this case the relationship would 
be more obvious if the meaning was expressed with the local Aboriginal 
English expression ‘to grow someone up’). In general, where Strehlow's 
definitions do not transparently relate derived and basic forms, there are 
a couple of reasons. In some cases, he is giving just one use of the derived 
word in a particular context. Even if this is a common use, there are often 
other uses of the word. A more developed dictionary of the language will 
need to not only identify different uses of a derived word but also identify 
the meaning of the specific derivational element that underlies those 
different uses. Secondly, in some cases, the meaning of the derived word 
may subtly go beyond what would be expected from the general meaning 
of the derivational element. 
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A. full discussion of the different derivational formatives belongs in 
a grammatical description, but we can at least see the significance here of 
the different derivational formatives in Aranda by surveying some of the 
more common ones. 


In grammatical terms, the Causative formative -alhel-//elhil- above 
derives a transitive verb stem from certain intransitive verb stems, as in 
the following examples. The most common result is, as in the preceding 
case, to cause someone or something to do the action of the intransitive 
verb stem. Thus, ‘to drop something’ is expressed as ‘to cause something 
to fall’. This element also derives transitive verbs from certain nominals 
(nouns, adjectives etc.), such as gata{kathall kethe} below.

There are also a number of other formatives which derive a transitive 
verb stem. The -e///-il- formative is related to alhel-//elhil-, and also 
derives transitive verbs from certain nominals, either as an alternative to 


alhel-//elhil-, or in addition to it.

The example of ngkanhangkanhallngkenhengkenhe also illustrates one of 
the many types of derivation in Aranda which involve reduplication: the 
suffix -anh//-enh is attached to the root morpheme ngk-, and the whole 


resulting unit is then doubled. 
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There is a wide range of formatives which add information about motion 
that is associated with the verb action. The particular type in the following 
examples all involve compounding with a motion verb, here /hama!/lheme 
‘go’, and alpumallalpeme ‘return’.

Finally, the various types of derivation shown above are not mutually 
exclusive, in that a single verb may contain more than one derivational 
formative. This sometimes results in quite complex verbs.

The list of derivational types above is far from exhaustive, but illustrates 
their enormous role in expressing meaning. In a general sense, the different 
types of derivation can apply to any basic lexeme, potentially creating 
a large set of derived lexemes for each basic one. In practice though, only 
some of the potential lexemes appear to be used with any frequency, and

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this makes it all the more valuable that Strehlow was able to draw on his 
extensive collection of texts and on everyday speech to identify which 
derived lexemes occurred in the Aranda of that time. 


For a few of the derived lexemes, Strehlow presents an analysis of the word 
structure in the dictionary. The more common patterns of word structure 
are described in his separate grammatical descriptions, and in Kempe 
(18912). There is, however, a need for further grammatical analysis, in 
that some words appear to involve word structures that have not yet been 
described. Many of these cases will require quite careful analysis, and 
interpretation by speakers, especially where Strehlow's spelling does not 
clearly represent the actual sounds. For example, Strehlow’s ankankalintama 
suggests at least two analyses. The most plausible analysis, shown in the 
gloss below, interprets his spelling ‘int’ as the Southern Arrernte (Pertame) 
verb root irnt- ‘climb, go up, ...’.

Alternatively, his ‘int’ may represent the verb root int- ‘lie’, even though 
its meaning does not appear consistent with the overall meaning of the 
word above. Such a compound construction is not known in the modern 
language; however, there is a parallel in the Alyawarr dialect where 
the corresponding root aynt- lie occurs in a compound construction 
indicating action in an upwards direction. Of course, it may also be that 
‘int in this word represents a completely distinct element. Further analysis 
of the many complex verbs in the dictionary may assist. 


Meaning 


Strehlow’s sensitivity to meaning can be related to his broader focus on 
describing Aranda culture and documenting traditional texts, as well 
as the breadth of his knowledge of the language, and the demanding 
intellectual work of translating Christian materials into Aranda. Words 
are notoriously difficult to define with any precision, and perhaps more 
so for definition in a cross-language dictionary. His definitions appear 
to generally have a relatively high degree of accuracy, especially when 
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compared to other works of his time. It should be remembered that his 
definitions are in German, and that the English glosses in the dictionary 
in this volume are a result of translation from Aranda by the speakers who 
have contributed to this publication project together with the compiler 
translation from the German. 


The comparison above of Strehlow’s nangani see entry with the 
corresponding entry in some more recent dictionaries illustrates the general 
point that in a cross-language dictionary the meanings can be expressed 
in varying detail. Strehlow’s German translations are generally relatively 
compact, although there are some entries where it is extensive. We can 
observe a number of different patterns of definition, starting from the 
simple cases where the Aranda or Luritja is translated by a single German 
word or expression, presumably because there is a close enough match— 
at least in Strehlow's understanding.

In other cases, he lists a range of expressions with quite different meanings 
in German but which together sketch out the meaning of the Aranda 
or Luritja expression. He also often includes information on situations 
which the expression can refer to, often indicating aspects of the context in 
brackets. This definitional strategy essentially triangulates the underlying 
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meaning without explicitly stating it as a single expression. While this 
may not always be optimal for language description, it provides a language 
learner with some fairly concrete situations for use.

Sometimes Strehlow makes attempts to characterise an underlying 
meaning that cannot be expressed in German with a single word, and 
often without providing contextual instances that might assist a learner. 
For example, the following entry might be enhanced by relating this to 
the behaviour of kangaroos—as did one of the Aranda speakers involved 
in the project to bring this dictionary to publication. 


tnanopanama (compound of] tnama + nopanama) continually stop and 
stand for a while after going some distance; after one has been going 
along, stop, then go on, then stop, etc., continually after one has (gone 
some distance] {...}, stop and stand for while, stop and stand again and 
again. 


This is a case where the quality of Strehlow's definition helps to clarify how 
the verb is pronounced. He offers an analysis of this word as a compound 
consisting ofa form of itnaama//irtname ‘stand’ and napanama//nepaneme 
which he glosses as 'always be, have, belong, stay, remain seated'. However, 
from its meaning and spelling, tnanopanama suggests that it might be the 
equivalent of Eastern/Central tnenhepenheme, roughly ‘to repeatedly stop 
and stand while going along’. If this is so, Strehlow's analysis of this word 
suggests that he was unable to distinguish the /n/ and /nh/ sounds of 
Aranda. 


The remainder of this section considers some of the issues of definition, 
and how Strehlow has handled them. Compare Strehlow's translation of 
kekatalama above with Breen's below which has a different definitional 
strategy: a statement of the underlying meaning plus example contexts 
where the word might apply.

Strehlow’s definition would seem to involve expressing to someone 
that they have acted wrongly or badly, though perhaps not necessarily 
behaving badly to the person expressing that view. Breen's definition is 
focused on an individual's mental state. A corresponding expression to 
kikertelheme in Eastern/Central Arrernte is described as 'not wanting to 
talk to people or being unco-operative because you didnt get what you 
want; sulking, in a huff (Henderson and Dobson 1994: 67). These three 
attempts at definitions clearly have something in common, and if there is 
in fact a single underlying meaning across these dialects and times, then 
it still remains to develop an accurate definition. A proper evaluation of 
Strehlow’s definitions will only be possible when such fine-grained work is 
completed. The case of kekatalama also demonstrates a general point that 
part of the continuing value of Strehlow's definitions is that they challenge 
lexicographers of Aranda and Luritja to refine their understanding of the 
underlying meanings of an expression. 


In relation to botanical and zoological terms, Strehlow sometimes 
provides scientific names as well as general or local common terms, and 
in some cases—particularly birds—fairly detailed descriptions, as in the 
following example. In such cases, and where cultural detail is provided, 
he is going beyond a narrow model of a dictionary in the direction of an 
encyclopedia.

As some of the examples above illustrate, Strehlow and other lexicographers 
face a range of issues because the range of meaning of a word in one 
language is not exactly the same as the range of meaning of the nearest 
word in another language. One way to appreciate the task is to examine 
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categories of words which typically have relatively clear-cut systematic 
components of meaning. Such categories include pronouns and kin terms. 
The following is a relatively complex example drawn from the Aranda 
pronoun system. Strehlow glosses the Aranda second person pronoun 
rankara {rraangkarrallrrangkerre} and Luritja nurungari {nyurrungarri} 
as German ihr, but in fact ihr only overlaps to a limited degree with 
rankara and nurungari. Firstly, German ihr refers to two or more people 
whereas rankara and nurungari refer specifically to three or more people. 
Put differently, German ihr can refer to two people, roughly you two, 
but rankara and nurungari do not. Aranda and Luritja both have separate 
pronouns for ‘you two’, mpaalall mpale and nyupali respectively. 


Secondly, German ihr has a number of different grammatical functions. 
Ihr does match rankara and nurungari in one particular function of that 
word: second person plural nominative—roughly parallel to English 
plural you in subject contexts like you sat down’. However, ihr has other 
functions that do not match rankara or nurungari at all: third person 
singular feminine possessive (parallel to ‘her (food)’), third person singular 
feminine dative (parallel to (wave) to her’), third person plural possessive 
(parallel to ‘their (food)’), and the formal second person possessive both 
singular and plural. 


Thirdly, in general, Aranda has different forms of each non-singular 
pronoun according to the kin category of the people referred to. These 
distinctions in pronouns are falling out of use in much of the Arandic 
area. They are probably no longer used in Western Aranda but they were 
recorded from elderly Western Aranda speakers in the 1990s (Breen 
1998). They were therefore presumably known in Strehlow’s time, 
though only a few of these pronouns are in the dictionary. The first 
form, rraakarriyangallrrakerreyenge, means ‘you who are all in the same 
patrimoiety but in the opposite generation moiety’. This can refer, for 
example, to a father and his children but not to a mother and her children, or 
to a group of siblings. The second form, rraantharriyangal|rrantherreyenge, 
means ‘you who are not all in the same patrimoiety’. This can refer, for 
example, to a mother and her children, but not to a father and his children, 
or to a group of siblings. The third form, rraangkarral/rrangkerre, is 
Strehlow’s rankara. It means ‘you who are in the same patrimoiety and the 
same generation moiety’. It can refer, for example, to a group of siblings, 
but not to a father and his children, or to a mother and her children. In 
some other dialects where these kin-based pronouns are still in use, the 
pronoun in this last category is also used when kin distinctions are not

being made, and so can be considered generic in terms of kin. Assuming 
that Aranda rankara also had such a generic meaning in Strehlow's time, 
his gloss is not incorrect in relation to kin categories; it simply does not 
include the kin-based meaning that the pronoun also has. 


Finally, in some dialects of Aranda the second person plural can also be 
used as a singular pronoun in an indirect way to address just one person 
if they are in a specific respected kin category (Wilkins 1989: 46). This 
also needs to be included in an account of the meaning of this pronoun. 


Strehlow was clearly sensitive to the quite different system of kin 
terminology in Aranda, and able to investigate the meaning of each 
kin term to some depth. We see this in the following example, in his 
definition strategy of listing the (German) expressions for all the 
relationships that are subsumed under Western Aranda #jia. 


itia (Southern younger brother younger sister fathers younger 
dialect), #jia brothers son, mother’s younger sister’s son, woman's 
{irteye (S), younger sisters husband, man’s younger sister's 
tjiyal tyeye} husband, fathers younger brothers daughter, 


mother’s younger sisters daughter, woman's younger 
brothers wife, man's younger brothers wife. 


The definition given for this word by Breen et al. (2000) is simply ‘younger 
brother or sister’. At first sight, this seems very incomplete by comparison, 
but it may capture the fact that all the relationships listed by Strehlow 
actually involve only the Aranda concepts of BROTHER or SISTER and, in 
the kin sense, YOUNGER. So while Strehlow's definition suits a technical 
description or a practical work for learners of Aranda, Breen's definition 
may better suit users who are familiar with the kin concepts of Aranda and 
perhaps other Aboriginal languages. 


Meanings also reflect the introduced culture in a few cases. The missionary 
role of Strehlow and his colleagues in seeking terms to express Christian 
concepts and texts was a major project of translation (see Moore 2015). 
For example, a central concept in Aranda cosmology is alijirrall altyerre, 
a complex term that might be glossed as the creation and continuing 
underlying fabric of the world. It is sometimes translated as the Dreaming 
in some contexts today but it has been the established translation of God 
in Lutheran practice since Kempe. (See Green 2012 for a discussion of the 
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meaning and translations of this term.) As an entry on its own, Strehlow 
gives only the Christian meaning for Altjira, but recognises its original 
meaning where it occurs within other expressions:

There is of course a wealth of other information in the definitions in the 
dictionary which this discussion has only touched upon. 


Conclusion 


Strehlow’s dictionary is a valuable historical resource that has made 
significant contributions to modern dictionaries of Arandic and Western 
Desert languages, and to other research. It was a remarkable personal 
achievement that came from Strehlow’s intellect and training, and from the 
broader cultural description and translation work he also undertook. This 
chapter has examined Strehlow’s dictionary from a linguistic perspective 
in order to understand his achievement, the nature and value of the work 
as it stands, and its potential contribution to future linguistic research 
and practical dictionaries. The details of his work will perhaps best be 
appreciated only when a historical dictionary of the Arandic languages 
is published. This will require careful interpretation of the entries, taking 
into account the nature of the dictionary as described in this chapter, and 
especially the detailed information which would need to be consistently 
made explicit in each entry. In the meantime, the presentation of the 
dictionary in this volume, and hopefully in a digital form, will be available 
for the study of Aranda language, culture and history.

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The Mission Orthography in 
Carl Strehlow's dictionary 


David Moore 


Introduction 


This chapter provides an analysis of the orthography used for Aranda 
in the Carl Strehlow dictionary, and places this system in its historical 
context. Readers who are primarily interested in the immediate issues 
of pronouncing the Aranda words from their spelling in this dictionary 
should consult the separate Pronunciation Guides provided at the front of 
the dictionary in this book. Readers who wish to learn to use the current 
spelling of Aranda words should consult the modern dictionaries and 
other resources. 


The first Arandic orthography for practical use emerged with the 
establishment of the Hermannsburg mission in central Australia in 1877 
and the subsequent codification of the language in a range of written 
materials. The name of the language came to be written as ‘Aranda’ at 
that time, and this convention is followed throughout this chapter. 
The orthography, which I shall call the “Mission Orthography, evolved 
over time and endured for around a century as a means of written 
communication for speakers of the Western Aranda language. The Mission 
Orthography was phonetic in character and was subject to the limitations

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of that type of orthography. It was finally replaced in the 1970s by 
basically phonemic orthographies, the type currently used for writing 
all the languages of central Australia. The two modern orthographies 
for the Western Aranda dialect are called here the Finke River Mission 
(FRM) orthography and the Institute for Aboriginal Development (IAD) 
orthography (which follows the Common Arandic approach).” The 
language name is written Arrarnta in the FRM orthography and Arrernte 
in the IAD orthography. This chapter does not seek to address all the issues 
involved in community, institutional and individual choices between 
these two modern Western Aranda orthographies. See Breen (2005) and 
Kenny (2017b) for discussion of some of the relevant issues. Kral (2000) 
discusses the use of literacy in the Western Aranda community. 


Ihe Mission Orthography was developed as a practical orthography 
for use in the Lutheran Western Aranda community, and was used in 
educational and religious works, a scholarly grammar and dictionary, 
and in personal correspondence. It was a regular orthography in that it 
attempted to consistently represent the sounds of Aranda, at least as they 
were perceived by the missionaries. 


In contrast, some other early attempts to write Aranda words were 
basically ad hoc spellings of each word. In most cases, they were almost 
certainly intended to give only a rough indication of the pronunciation 
of just a few words rather than to establish a spelling system for extended 
writing for a range of purposes. Willshire (1891), and some others, made 
short wordlists with just a few items, without regular spelling across 
the words in the list. For example, Willshire gives 'Quasha Un-jew-ma’ 
for what is written as kwatja ntjuma ‘drink water in the modern FRM 
orthography. This example illustrates some common properties of ad hoc 
spellings of the era. Firstly, these spellings were often based on hearing 
the words as sounds of English and applying the English orthography. 
Secondly, a given sound may be represented differently in different words: 
Willshires «sh» in his “Quasha and his <j> in “Un-jew-ma’ actually 
represent the same sound (consistently represented by «tj» in the FRM 
orthography). Thirdly, ad hoc spellings sometimes relied on the spelling 
of specific English words, such as /ew here. Given that the English 
orthography is moderately irregular, with complex relationships between 


2 Using the names of these institutions is just one way that the two orthographies are labelled. 

See below, 
and Breen (2001, 2005). 
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sounds and letters, the result is a highly irregular system of spelling Aranda 
words. Finally, hyphens are often used in an unsystematic way to try to 
compensate for the inconsistency of the relationships between letters and 
sounds. 


The remainder of this chapter examines the details of the letter-sound 
correspondences for consonants and vowels in the Mission Orthography, 
and the subsequent development of the later phonemic orthographies. 
Some technical linguistic terms and symbols are necessary for the 
discussion but are introduced in a way that will hopefully be useful for 
a broader readership. 


Orthography 


Developing a practical orthography, or evaluating one, is a complex 
matter which involves taking into account the sounds and structure of the 
language in question, levels ofbilingualism in the community, literacy skills 
in other languages, the functions of literacy in the language, community 
perceptions of existing or earlier orthographies of the language, social 
identity, power relations within a community, and other factors. Before 
considering the details of the Mission Orthography, it is useful to review 
some concepts which are important to understanding the sound systems 
of languages and the nature of writing systems. Readers who are familiar 
with these areas could skip to the next section. 


A practical orthography is generally intended as a conventional writing 
system for everyday community use, that is, where people broadly agree 
to write the words of a language in the same way. It is a standard which 
allows individuals to communicate with each other in writing. In general, 
a practical orthography also aims to be regular or uniform, that is, to be 
consistent across a language by writing each word of the language according 
to general principles established for that language. As Gudschinsky 
(1973: 124) puts it, ‘one cannot make an arbitrary decision [on spelling] 
for each word’. 


For regular alphabetic orthographies, the general principles need to 
specify the relationships between individual sounds and letters. These 
are often summarised in a general pronunciation key of the kind found 
in bilingual dictionaries, grammars and language learning materials, as 
opposed to having to indicate the pronunciation of each word separately. 
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Some alphabetic orthographies are highly regular in that the relationships 
between sounds and symbols are essentially one-to-one, that is, each letter 
(or specific combination of letters) represents a single sound, and each 
sound is represented by a single letter (or specific combination of letters). 
The more regular an orthography is, the simpler its pronunciation key. If an 
alphabetic orthography is not very regular, it will not be straightforward 
to accurately pronounce a word from its spelling, or to accurately write 
the word from its pronunciation. Users of the orthography then just have 
to learn the idiosyncratic spelling of each word. 


Establishing a regular alphabetic orthography requires identifying the 
sounds in all the known words of the language before any decisions can 
be made about how letters can be assigned to these sounds. In contrast, an 
ad hoc spelling of a word is typically produced without considering what 
sounds need to be represented in words overall, and without considering 
the overall regularity of the orthography. An ad hoc spelling may seem 
simplest for a limited purpose—just a few words, perhaps a name, or for 
a sign— but it does not take into account the broader issues in the learning 
and development of literacy in a community. Such inconsistent spellings 
may make it harder for people other than the writer—the community 
as a whole—to read the word in that specific use. They may also make 
it harder to learn to read and write in the language because they reduce 
the regularity of the orthography. Of course, a degree of irregularity 
is not a fatal weakness in an orthography, as the English orthography 
demonstrates, but it does affect the difficulty of learning to read and write 
in the language, especially for a minority language with limited resources. 


Sounds and graphemes 


The symbols of an orthography are graphemes, and in an alphabetic 
orthography, these are the letters or specific combinations of letters 
(and accent marks etc.) which represent the sounds of the language. 
A standard convention in discussing orthography is to use bracketing 
notation to distinguish different uses ofsymbols. Graphemesare represented 
in angle brackets, for example «sh» in the English orthography, in order 
to distinguish between the graphemes and the sounds they represent. 
This bracketing also distinguishes orthographic representation from the 
use of symbols for other purposes, such as phonetic transcription using 
the International Phonetic Alphabet (IPA) which is indicated by square 
brackets, and in which [sh] represents a sequence of two sounds. 
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At this stage, it is necessary to recognise that the term ‘sound’ in language 
actually covers two quite distinct concepts, phone and phoneme. 
Phonetics considers a sound for its objective physical properties, including 
how it is articulated by the organs of speech. The term ‘phone’ is used for 
a sound in this sense. The physical properties of an individual phone can 
be described, and can then be represented in transcription by the symbols 
of the IPA. In that function, the IPA symbols are therefore a kind of 
shorthand for a description of those particular physical properties. For 
example, [n] represents a phone that is voiced, a nasal, and produced with 
the tip of the tongue in contact above the upper teeth. The phone [n] occurs 
in English, Aranda and many other languages. Phonetic transcription 
represents the physical events of actual speech, but it can be broad(er) 
or narrow(er) depending on how precise or detailed the description is 
intended to be. A phonetic transcription may be narrow or precise enough 
to represent small differences in the way a single individual pronounces 
the same word on different occasions. A broad(er) transcription represents 
only larger phonetic differences. 


Phonetic transcription identifies individual phones, but beyond this 
there is the question of how a language uses its phones to constitute 
its vocabulary. A central fact in this regard is the way that words of 
the vocabulary are differentiated by particular phonetic differences in 
a language. For example, in Aranda there are two phones, represented 
phonetically as [n] and [n] (a diacritic added below plain n). The phone 
[n] is as described above, while [n] is a different phone, a dental nasal, 
that is produced with the tongue against the back of the upper teeth. 
The difference between these two phones is used in Aranda to differentiate 
words of the vocabulary, for example [nomo] ‘sit, be’ vs [nomo] ‘to rain, 
to wet (something)'. (Ihese words are written in the FRM orthography 
as nama and nhama, respectively.) The difference between [n] and [n] is 
significant in Aranda because it can be the only difference in pronunciation 
between a pair of words, and is therefore crucial to correctly distinguishing 
words and their meanings in speech. The difference is said to be contrastive 
in Aranda. 


The same two phones, [n] and dental [n], also occur in the pronunciation 
of English words. For example, 'ten' is typically pronounced [ten] whereas 
dental [n] occurs before the dental [0] in a pronunciation of words 
like ‘tenth’, [ten0] (Cox 2012: 137). Although these two phones occur 
in both English and Aranda, they are used very differently in English. 
Unlike Aranda, there are no English words that are differentiated just 
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by this phonetic difference between [n] and [n]. This is never the only 
difference between words of English vocabulary. This means that in 
English the difference between [n] and [n] is not significant for speakers 
to differentiate distinct words. The difference is not contrastive in English. 


This fact about English can be expressed by recognising [n] and [n] as 
minor variations of the same ‘sound’ in a special sense. This is expressed 
in technical terms by saying that [n] and [n] are allophones (or members) 
of the same phoneme in English. Bracketing notation uses slash brackets 
to indicate when an IPA symbol is being used to label a phoneme. Thus 
the English phoneme /n/ has the allophones [n] and [n] (and others). 
In Aranda, the fact that the difference between [n] and [n] differentiates 
words is expressed by recognising distinct phonemes, which can be 
labelled /n/ and /n/. In this way, the phoneme concept represents not 
just what phones occur in a language, but which differences between 
phones differentiate words of the vocabulary of the language. The way 
that speakers conceive of the sounds of their language tends to correspond 
to the phonemes that can be analysed from the phonetic facts of word 
pronunciation. For example, speakers of English are generally not aware 
that they are producing different phones [n] and [n] in words like ten 
and ‘tenth’, and generally recognise these distinct phones as instances 
of the same sound in some sense. In contrast, speakers of Aranda are 
quite conscious of the sound difference between words like [nomo] ‘sit, 
be’ vs [nomo] ‘rain, to wet (something). However, speakers’ sense of the 
distinctness or sameness of sounds is not always exactly the same thing 
as determining what the phonemes of the language are, and needs to be 
considered separately in developing an orthography. 


Analysis of the phonemes of a language allows the words of the vocabulary 
to be represented in terms of the phonemes in the word. For example, 
/aenO1opolodzi/ is a phonemic representation of the word ‘anthropology’ 
in Australian English. Note that this includes the phoneme symbol /n/, 
by which there is no indication of the actual detail of pronunciation as 
dental [n] in this context. Speakers unconsciously know that the phoneme 
/n/ can be realised as the dental phone [n] in such words because of the 
following dental sound /0/. Such phonetic differences which do not play 
a role in differentiating words in the language are effectively suppressed 
in a phonemic transcription. Of course, the concepts introduced in the 
discussion here are relevant to all the consonant and vowel phones of 
a language: we have only focused on [n] and [n] as an example. 
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In a phonemic orthography, the basic principle is that each grapheme 
represents a phoneme, which is sufficient information for speakers 
of a language to match spelling to pronunciation to identify a word. 
However, there are also additional factors that can play a role in designing 
a phonemic orthography, and as a result there is often not always a perfect 
correspondence between graphemes and phonemes. 


These concepts can now be applied to consider the Mission Orthography 
and subsequent phonemic orthographies. 


The Mission Orthography: Phonetic, uniform 
and continental 


The Mission Orthography was developed by Hermannsburg missionaries 
so that they could translate the Bible and other materials into the local 
languages (Moore and Ríos Castafio 2018). It followed the ‘continental’ 
spelling system, according to Carl Strehlow (Kenny 2013: 98), and was 
an attempt at a uniform orthography. This was clearly a considered and 
systematic approach to developing a practical orthography for community 
use, in contrast to the ad hoc approach of authors such as Willshire, as 
discussed above. The ‘continental’ approach categorises the simple vowel 
phones with the letters <a>, <e>, <i>, <o> and <u>. In general terms, 
this simple approach offers at least the potential for greater consistency 
in spelling than trying to categorise the vowels of Aranda according to 
the many distinct vowel sounds distinguished in English orthography. 
The options for uniform orthographies available to linguistic and other 
fieldworkers in central Australia in the late 1800s and early 1900s are 
discussed in Moore (2013). Edward Stirling, for example, used the 
Royal Geographical System in the 1896 Report on the work of the Horn 
Scientific Expedition to Central Australia (Breen 2005: 94). The science 
of phonetics was developing at that time, and this was reflected in the 
evolving approaches to developing orthographies. 


The Mission Orthography was founded in the system used by Pastor 
Hermann Kempe, and summarised in his phonetic key (189 1a: 2). By the 
time Carl Strehlow was compiling the dictionary, the Mission Orthography 
was already used in teaching at the Hermannsburg school and in religious 
services. Primers, a worship book (Kempe 1891b), a grammar and 
vocabulary (Kempe 1891a) had already been published using it. Strehlow 
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largely followed Kempes approach, but made some modifications. 
Oberscheidt (1991: iii) considers that Strehlow 'continued to employ 
the basic form of the first orthography, creating a kind of orthographic 
continuity. John Strehlow (2011: 739) adds, from a different point of 
view, that '[Carl Strehlow] did not attempt to modify the problematic 
spelling used by Kempe’. Strehlow (1908) clarified some points about the 
Mission Orthography, but did not produce any further explicit discussion 
of Aranda phonetics or orthography. 


Some of the differences in Strehlow’s spelling reflect his greater ability 
to discriminate between sounds than his predecessors. Some other 
differences can be attributed to dialect variation, as Kempe and Strehlow 
consulted different speakers who appear to have pronounced some words 
differently. According to Kempe (1891a: 1—2): 


The vocabulary is that of the tribe inhabiting the River Finke, and is 
also, with only slight variations in the dialect, that of the tribes in the 
MacDonnell Ranges eastward to Alice Springs, but not far westward of 
the River Finke, and extending southward to the Peake. 


Strehlow focused on what he saw as a different dialect, to use Aranda 
aratja’ forms spoken by most of the people on the Station in place of the 
Aranda ulbma used by Kempe’ (J. Strehlow 2011: 739). For some words, 
Strehlow specifies a specific dialect. In Kempe’s list there are a number 
of words that appear to be from dialects away from the immediate 
Hermannsburg area, but are not annotated as such. In some cases, these 
differences between dialect forms involve an initial vowel. For example, 
Kempe gives auma ‘hear’, with an initial vowel, whereas Strehlow gives 
wuma without an initial vowel, and attributes 22724 to a Northern dialect. 


Analysis of the Mission Orthography 


This section examines Kempe’s orthography and its development in 
Strehlow’s work. The Mission Orthography was a broad phonetic 
representation, rather than phonemic, in that it did not specifically 
attempt to represent only those phonetic differences which are significant 
in Aranda because they differentiate words. The Mission Orthography 
makes some sound distinctions which are not significant in Aranda, and 


3 Carl Strehlow glosses aratja as ‘straight, upright, just and ulbma as ‘tight, narrow’. 
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does not represent some distinctions which are significant. There are three 
factors to consider in this. Firstly, there is the question of which phonetic 
distinctions Kempe and Strehlow were able to discriminate, and whether 
they could discriminate them reliably in different words. To a large degree 
this can only be assessed against the fact that all the evidence indicates 
that the individual sounds of Aranda have not changed significantly since 
Kempes time, though some individual words may have changed in their 
pronunciation over that time. There is evidence that the Hermannsburg 
missionaries modified the orthography as their ability to discriminate 
sounds improved. Secondly, there is the question as to whether there are 
phonetic distinctions which they were able to discriminate, but chose 
not to represent in the orthography in consideration of other factors. 
There is unfortunately relatively little recorded information on this point. 
However, there is some evidence that Kempe was in general conscious 
of the separate tasks in discriminating the sounds of the language and 
choosing letters to represent them: to make the number of written 
characters as few as possible, [a long vowel] is indicated by a small stroke 
over the letter, as [in] /242 [‘point’]’ (1891a: 2). Thirdly, even where the 
orthography makes a distinction between sounds, there is the question of 
whether it is consistently applied in the spelling of individual words, both 
in Kempe’s and Strehlow' dictionaries and in their other works. Kempe’s 
representation of long vowels, discussed below, is such a case. In addition 
to these three factors, there is also the usual possibility of an accidental 
error in writing a word. 


Kempe’s phonetic key distinguishes 15 consonant graphemes, six simple 
vowel graphemes (and vowel length) and three diphthong graphemes. 
He characterises the sounds these represent by making comparisons to 
specific English spellings in example words, and therefore indirectly 
compares them to phonemes of English. This is of course appropriate 
for a grammar and vocabulary published in English. There is evidence of 
influence from both English and Kempe’s and Strehlow's native German 
in the discrimination of individual phones, in the choice of letters to 
represent them, and in the choice of the comparison examples in English. 


Consonants 


The basic phonetic representation of consonant sounds in the Mission 
Orthography is shown in Table 1, with its correspondence to Aranda 
phonemes and the modern phonemic orthographies. The following 
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sections provide more detailed discussion of other specific aspects of the 
representation, including consonant doubling. This table deals only with 
consonant phones as they occur singly in words: specific sequences of 
consonant phones in words are discussed later. 


The first column in Table 1 gives a representation of the basic consonant 
phonemes using IPA symbols. This follows the phonemic analysis of 
consonants by Breen (2001) and Wilkins (1989). The table then indicates 
the representation of each phoneme in the FRM (Roennfeldt et al. 2006) 
and IAD (Breen et al. 2000) orthographies, which differ here in only 
a couple of respects. The orthographies in Kempe (18912) and the Carl 
Strehlow dictionary are listed separately because there is a small number 
of differences between them. The way that the correspondences between 
the three orthographies are represented in Table 1 can be understood from 
the following example. The Mission Orthography (i) does not make the 
important distinction between the phonemes written as «t», «th» and 
«rt» in the modern orthographies, and (ii) it does make a distinction 
between «t» and «d» which is not significant in Aranda because the 
difference between [t] and [d] does not differentiate words.

In Kempes phonetic key, he describes 15 consonant graphemes, shown in 
Table 2, as representing ‘primitive’ sounds of Aranda, that is, the original 
sounds of Aranda as opposed to the additional letters <f>, «s» and <z> 
used to represent sounds in biblical names.

Most of the stop consonants are over-differentiated with respect to the 
phonetic property of voicing: <b> vs «p», «d» vs «t», and <g> vs <k>. 
In each of these pairs, the sounds are contrastive in German and English, 
that is they differentiate words, for example as demonstrated by bush vs 
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push, do vs to, and kill vs gill. However, these pairs of phones are not 
contrastive in Aranda, in that there are no such pairs of words where the 
only difference in pronunciation is the difference between [b] vs [p] etc. 
It was therefore not necessary to distinguish them in the orthography. 
This type of over-differentiation is not necessarily a significant issue in 
an orthography provided that speakers of the language can consistently 
discriminate such non-contrastive sounds. However, this is often not the 
case, as noted above for [n] and [n] in English. Where two phones, such as 
[b] and [p], are frequently interchangeable within some words, this raises 
issues for a phonetic approach such as the Mission Orthography. It would 
result in multiple spellings of a single word according to the phonetic 
facts of each occasion of a speaker pronouncing that word. This occurs 
(perhaps accidentally) where Kempe has two distinct vocabulary entries 
for what appears to be the same word: damba “loose, breakable' and tamba 
‘loose, shaking, perishable, fading’. The alternative is to make an arbitrary 
decision on which letter to use on a word-by-word basis, and to fix that 
as the idiosyncratic spelling of that word regardless of how it is actually 
pronounced on any given occasion. Kempe and Strehlow have in fact done 
this in many cases, for example with [b] and [p] in banama to build, to 
paint’ vs parama ‘to stop, to bar’, where there is not a consistent difference 
in the first sound. The same applies in numerous words for [t] vs [d] 
and [k] vs [g]. The effect is that the spelling of individual words is more 
idiosyncratic, and the orthography overall is less regular. 


The «h» in Kempe’s phonetic key is unnecessary: it does not represent 
a contrastive sound in Aranda, and in fact does not appear in any of the 
words in his wordlist. Strehlow (1908: 698) states explicitly that he does 
not know the "consonant h' in Aranda, meaning the initial sound in an 
English word like ‘here’. 


Kempes key clearly recognises that the velar nasal [n] occurs in Aranda and 
represents it as «ng». However, this phoneme is represented quite variably 
in his writings, in part because the ability to discriminate a specific sound 
can depend on the position it occurs in within a word. In his grammar 
and vocabulary (1891a), Kempe consistently discriminates the velar nasal 
when it is the first sound in a word, for example in ngapa ‘crow’. But his 
worship book (1891b) shows this phone being represented as «n» at the 
beginning of words. Compare: 


Etna najila ‘they are hungry’ (Kempe 1891b: 12) 
Etna ngaiala. [ditto] (Strehlow 1904: 14) 
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It would appear that Kempes ability to discriminate the velar nasal in 
this position developed over time, but the initial variability on this point 
can be attributed to the influence of German and English. The velar nasal 
also occurs in both German and English, however, in these languages the 
velar nasal does not occur as the first sound in a word, and speakers of 
these languages tend initially to have difficulty in both recognising and 
pronouncing it in this position. Ihe influence of German or English 
though is clearly not the same for everyone in this regard: the same issue 
with the velar nasal had earlier been encountered by the Dieri mission at 
Killalpannina but it was nonetheless written consistently by missionary 
Flierl. 


Kempe and Strehlow also use «n» for a velar nasal in two other contexts 
where the key would mandate «ng»: before or after <k>. They use «kn» 
or «gn» for the sequence of these two consonant phones in for example 
wolkna ‘grave’, instead of <kng>, and they use «nk» where the key would 
have <ngk>, for example in inka 'foot. It is not clear whether these 
reflect an inability to recognise the velar nasal in these contexts, or reflect 
influence from English or German spellings such as in drin&/trinken, or 
reflect a considered spelling ‘shortcut’. It could possibly be such a shortcut 
because Kempe seems to have been prepared to consider the number of 
letters required for a spelling, as suggested by his discussion of vowel 
length (1891a: 2), mentioned above. Further, Kempe’s and Strehlow's use 
of «nk» for /nk/ in words like inka ‘foot’ does not distinguish /nk/ from 
the distinct sequence of alveolar nasal plus velar stop /nk/ in words like 
imanka ‘long ago’. 


Kempe’s use of <r> is a complicated case. He uses it to represent three 
distinct phonemes of Aranda: the retroflex approximant /1 /, the alveolar 
tap/trill /r/ and the back approximant /uj/ (discussed below). These 
phonemes are all represented in distinct ways in the modern orthographies, 
as Table 1 shows. 


Double consonant letters 


Both Kempe and Strehlow use double consonant letters in some words, 
but this does not appear to be consistent. In some cases, it appears to be 
an attempt to distinguish different phonetic properties, but it is not clear 
which phonetic properties. Aranda distinguishes dental, alveolar, post- 
alveolar (retroflex) and palatal places of articulation. Thus there are four 
lateral phonemes represented by «Ih», <l>, «rl» and «ly» respectively in 
the modern orthographies. There are four corresponding stops and four 
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corresponding nasals at these places of articulation. Kempe's phonetic 
key significantly under-differentiates all these consonants in their place 
of articulation. Thus his <l> represents all of the four distinct phonemes 
represented in the modern orthographies as «Ih», <l>, «rl» and «ly» 
(which he also represents as <lj>). In English and German there is of 
course only one lateral phoneme, at the alveolar place of articulation, 
and it is common for speakers of these languages to have difficulty 
discriminating the other distinct lateral phonemes in Aranda: they tend 
to hear them all as alveolar /l/. Doubling of consonant letters in Kempe’s 
and Strehlow's work seems to indicate a non-alveolar place of articulation 
without specifying which one, at least for the nasals. Kempe’s vocabulary 
has an instance, mballa ‘heat’, where doubled «ll» represents a dental 
lateral («Ih» in the modern orthographies). In Strehlow’s dictionary «ll 
is not common but those that do occur are split relatively evenly between 
alveolar, retroflex and dental laterals. The tendency seems clearer with 
doubling of «n» in Strehlow’s dictionary: the instances of «nn» there all 
seem to be retroflex or dental nasals, as opposed to alveolar and palatal. 


The letter-doubling strategy also extends to some instances of «rr». 
Kempe uses it in one case to distinguish two words, garra ‘clay-ground’ vs 
gara ‘meat’ where the former has the alveolar tap/trill /r/ and the latter has 
the retroflex approximant /1 /. Strehlow's dictionary has many instances 
of «rr» vs «r» but there is no real consistency: both options represent the 
alveolar tap/trill /r/ and the retroflex approximant /1 / in different words. 
The modern orthographies both consistently represent the alveolar tap/ 
trill as «rr» and the retroflex approximant as <r>. 


Palatal sounds 


The palatal! sounds are not consistently represented in the Mission 
Orthography. Kempe’s phonetic key only has the palatal stop «tj», and he 
thus appears to take the palatal nasal and lateral as a sequence of <n> or 
<l> respectively followed by <j>. This in itself presents no particular issue 
for the orthography.’ More importantly, as noted in the previous section, 
both Kempe and Strehlow are inconsistent in distinguishing the palatal 
nasal and lateral from their alveolar counterparts, particularly at the 
beginning of words: they are written as «n» and <l> respectively in many 


4 These are better characterised as alveopalatal but the more general term is sufficient here.

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cases. For example, ninta ‘one’ (FRM nyinta). In the Luritja words in the 
dictionary Strehlow takes a different approach, drawing on the Spanish 
use of a tilde above «n», for example ngalatarbani ‘hereinkommen, come 
into’. He presumably does not use the tilde in Aranda words because the 
spelling system for Aranda had already become established in use. 


Kempe and Strehlow clearly use «nj» to represent two distinct things, 
(i) a single palatal nasal /n/ and (ii) a sequence of a palatal nasal followed 
by a palatal stop /nc/, although they both also use «ntj» for the latter in 
other words. It is also possible that in some cases their «nj» represents a 
sequence of an alveolar nasal followed by a palatal stop /nc/, since this 
is known to occur in Arandic dialects. Thus it is not clear how to read 
«nj» in a given word. For example, Strehlow's «nj» in both njuma ‘drink’ 
(FRM ntjuma) and itinja ‘near’ vs etintja “branch (FRM etinya vs etintja). 


The velar approximant 


There is also variability in the representation of the voiced ‘unrounded 
back approximant /uy/ articulated in the velar and uvular regions’ 
(Henderson 2013: 20-21), a phoneme with approximant and weak 
fricative allophones. This is one of the phonemes that Kempe represented 
with <r>, for example ara ‘wrath’ (Kempe 1891a: 38). This Aranda 
phoneme is similar to /r/ phonemes in many modern varieties of French 
(Henderson and Dobson 1994: 22) and allophones of /r/ in German 
(Moulton 1962: 35) and it is therefore not at all surprising that German 
speakers represented this Aranda phoneme as «r». Strehlow (1908: 699) 
describes its pronunciation and its representation in his work as follows: 


Den Konsonanten h kenne ich im Wonkaranda nicht, dagegen kommt ein 
gutturales r vor, das ich im Unterschied zum gewóhnlichen r mit einem 
Spiritus asper versehe (r). Es erfordert für den Weissen einige Übung, 
diesen Laut hervorzubringen; man versuche den Laut ch (wie in ach!) 
mit dem sanften, nicht rollenden r zu verbinden; z. B. rarka zu sprechen 
rcharka. 


[I do not know of the consonant h in Wonkaranda, however there is 
a guttural r, which in contrast to the usual r, I give with the Spiritus asper 
“[i.e. £ J. For a white person it takes practice to produce this sound. One 
attempts to make the ch sound (as in ach!) combined with a soft and non- 
rolled r, for example to pronounce rarka as rcharka.] 
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The spiritus asper, a Latin translation of ‘rough breathing’, is a symbol 
< ‘> which appears in Greek linguistic tradition to indicate /h/, the glottal 
fricative. The Aranda velar approximant was later represented as <r> by 
T.G.H. Strehlow (1944). In the dictionary, Carl Strehlow also recognises 
the velar approximant as a distinctive sound in another way, by giving it 
a distinct place in the alphabetical order, placing the 44 entries after the 
entries starting with plain <r>. The velar approximant has been gradually 
lost from Western Aranda speech, and is not represented at all in the modern 
FRM orthography. Its loss in words has generally resulted in a long vowel 
sound, which Strehlow represented with a macron, as in 4 ‘anger’. 


Simple vowels, diphthongs and semivowels 


‘The representation of simple vowels, diphthongs and semivowels is one of 
the most obvious differences between the Mission Orthography and the 
modern phonemic orthographies, and indeed it is the major difference 
between the two modern orthographies. This section examines the 
representation of the simple vowels first in the Mission Orthography, and 
then the phonemic orthographies, before discussing the diphthongs. 


The vowel letters in Kempe's (189 1a: 2) phonetic key are used individually 
to represent simple vowel phones (and in some cases semivowels), and in 
combinations to represent diphthongs. They do not match closely to the 
phonetic distinctions that differentiate Aranda words, and thus cannot 
easily be correlated with a phonemic analysis of the vowels. 


Simple vowels 


Kempe’s key to simple vowels is shown in Table 3. Because the phonetic 
representation in the Mission Orthography is broad, these vowel letters 
do not represent five specific vowel phones in Aranda. In fact, it is possible 
to discriminate a wide range of vowel phones in Aranda words. Rather, 
these five vowel letters represent a categorisation of that wide range of 
vowel phones into five broad phonetic categories. For a vowel phone in 
a given word to be represented in writing, the writer has to make a decision 
as to which phonetic category a particular vowel phone fits into.

‘A a, like a in father, are’ ʻO o, like o in more’ 
'E e, like e in there, were' ‘U u, like u in dull, or o in more’

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The categorisation of vowel phones in this way explains certain types of 
inconsistency in the spelling of words in the Mission Orthography. Firstly, 
a vowel phone in a particular word can be borderline between two or more 
of the five categories, and since writers are basically forced to categorise it, 
they may categorise the same phone differently in writing the same word 
on different occasions. Secondly, in any language it is normal that there is 
a certain amount of variability in the pronunciation of a given word, even 
by the same speaker. So the same word may have slightly different vowel 
phones in it on different occasions. These points account for some cases 
in Strehlow's dictionary where there are two distinct entries for the same 
word, with a vowel phone represented differently, for example ritjalama 
and ritjilama ‘see on the go’. In just a few cases, he gives two possibilities 
in the same entry, for example, irkulambetninama or erkulambetninama 
‘preserved’. Thirdly, there can be differences between individuals in how 
they categorise the same vowel phones, and therefore choose different 
letters to represent them. For example, Kempe’s ewoluma ‘to lean against 
vs Strehlow's iwulama are very likely to represent basically the same 
pronunciation, even though three of the four vowel letters in the word are 
different in the two spellings. Strehlow and Kempe appear to have made 
different judgements of the best category for each of the vowel phones in 
the pronunciation of this word, even though both of them were using the 
set of letters in Table 3. In all of these examples, it is not that one of the 
spellings is necessarily an error; this variability in spelling is inherent in 
the way that the Mission Orthography works. 


To turn now to the details of the vowels, Kempe's account of how these 
letters represent the vowel sounds is rather confused. With regard to the 
length of the vowel sounds, he describes the simple vowel phones as short; 
however, the majority of the English vowels that he gives as comparisons are 
in fact long, at least in modern Australian English: in ‘father’, ‘are’, ‘were’ 
and ‘more’. This is complicated by his statement that the corresponding 
long vowel phones are represented by a macron diacritic over the relevant 
vowel letter. Kempe’s key gives only one example: /éda ‘point’ where he 
says that <a> represents the long vowel as in ‘far’. This is then further 
complicated because, in his vocabulary, very few of the long vowel phones 
of Aranda are actually represented with the macron. Strehlow’s dictionary 
makes greater use of the macron, with all five vowel letters «à» <&> «i» «o» 
<i>, but it is used infrequently and is used to represent only a relatively 
small proportion of long vowel phones in words. He also occasionally uses 
a breve diacritic to indicate a short vowel, for example <a>. 
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Kempe’s «e» represents a broad phonetic category for which the two 
comparison vowels are as in there and were, /e:/ and /3:/ respectively in 
modern Australian English. Providing more than one comparison vowel 
is entirely consistent with the phonetic category approach since it serves 
to better indicate the phonetic range of the category. His treatment of «u» 
similarly has two comparison vowels. In fact, in his vocabulary Kempe 
also uses <u> to represent a vowel phone like the one in English dull in 
only a few words such as kumerrama ‘to rise, get up, which Strehlow 
changed to kamerama. Given the spelling of words in Kempe' vocabulary, 
a better comparison in the phonetic key would have been the vowel in 
English put (and he could also have added "like w in wife’ for <u>). It is 
also problematic that he gives the comparison vowel in more for both «u» 
and «o», since this means that the same vowel phone can be represented 
by either letter. This is presumably because the categorisation as «o» and 
«u» was not a good match to the actual vowel phones. T.G.H. Strehlow 
(1944: 8) similarly noted—albeit within his rather different vowel 
categorisation—that ‘it becomes a matter of doubt whether to write u or 
o in a given instance’. 


Simple vowels in the FRM and IAD orthographies 


The correspondence between the Mission Orthography and the phonemic 
orthographies is complex with regard to vowels, and the details are more 
difficult to represent in a single table than for the consonants above. Table 4 
shows the representation of simple vowels in the three orthographies. 
An obvious difference is that the Mission Orthography makes the most 
distinctions and the IAD orthography the least. This is a consequence of 
the phonetic basis of the former versus the phonemic basis of the latter. 
Another obvious difference is that the FRM and IAD orthographies do 
not use «o». More important though than listing the vowel letters used 
in each orthography, is the fact that each orthography uses these letters in 
different ways, to represent different types of categorisation of the vowel 
phones that occur in the words of the language.

The basic correspondence in vowels between the FRM and IAD 
orthographies is given in Table 5, leaving aside some details for the sake 
of an overview. The Aranda words in the table can be taken as examples 
of specific vowel phones and their representation, underlined for clarity. 
Table 5 shows how in some cases the same phone is categorised in 
different ways in the two orthographies. For example, the first vowel in 
the Aranda words for foot’ and ‘east’ are categorised differently in the 
FRM orthography and represented as «i» and «e» respectively, whereas 
they are categorised the same and both represented as «i» in the IAD 
orthography. Note that due to the complexity of the correspondences in 
the table, the details of «e» in the IAD orthography have to be split into 
two separate parts in the table. 


The IAD orthography is based on Breen's (2001) phonemic analysis of 
Aranda, and the aspect that most results in differences between the IAD 
and FRM orthographies is that in his phonemic analysis there is a phoneme 
lol which has a wide range of allophones. This range occurs because /o/ 
is much influenced by the articulation of its neighbouring phonemes 
in a given word. The context information in Table 5 gives the general 
flavour of how this operates, that is, how a given phoneme is realised as 
the specific phone in the example words. The main factors involved are 
the effects of (i) a neighbouring palatal consonant, or (ii) a neighbouring 
rounded consonant. In relation to the latter, Breen (2001) analyses not 
only the consonant phonemes listed in Table 1 above, but also a set of 
corresponding consonant phonemes which can be described as rounded or 
labialised, and represented in IPA as /t"/ for example. This is pronounced 


6 As noted above, Kempe (18912) also occasionally uses a breve diacritic to indicate a short vowel, 
for example «à». Strehlow uses a circumflex diacritic in a few words, mostly <ê>. It is not clear what 
this is intended to indicate but he may have been experimenting with making a particular distinction 
that he decided not to proceed with.

with [w] if it is followed by certain vowels, including a word-final vowel. 
The IAD orthography represents these phonemes with the plain consonant 
representation plus <w>, for example «tw».

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Some of the categorisation of vowel phones in the early phonetic 
orthographies would appear to have been influenced by the native 
languages of their creators. One result is that the native German speakers 
Kempe and Strehlow write the language name as Aranda, while the native 
English speakers Spencer and Gillen write it Arunta. T.G.H. Strehlow 
(1944: 9) identified a back unrounded vowel [a] which he identifies with 
the «u» in English cut and butter, and a German short sound, «a» as in 
kann and Mann. He notes that ‘English research workers regularly identify 
[this Aranda vowel] with their [«u»] sound, whereas German writers 
regard it as the equivalent of their a sound’. In German orthography, 
«a» represents both /a/ and /a/ (as in Stadt), a contrast which is not found 
in English (Moulton 1962: 99). 


Diphthongs and semivowels 


Kempes representation of the semivowels /w/ and /j/ shows parallels to 
both English and German. His ‘J j, like y in year is clearly influenced 
by his native German, where the similar phoneme is written <j>, rather 
than the corresponding «y» in English. Strehlow (1908: 699) admits that 
his predecessors would have done better to use «y» instead of <j> but 
suggests that it was by then difficult to change since <j> was already in 
use in translations for the Aranda community. Conversely Kempe’s and 
Strehlow’s use of <w> in words like Zuang ‘what?’ shows no influence 
from German, where «w» represents the phoneme /v/. 


Kempe recognises three diphthongs, as shown in Table 6. The letters 
that he chooses to represent these phones follow straightforwardly from 
the letters that he uses to represent the five simple vowel phones. The 
representation of the diphthongs happens to partially match German 
orthography and partially match English orthography. German has three 
diphthong phonemes: /ao/ written «au», /ov/ written «eu» or <äu>, and 
/ai/ mostly written «ei» and «ai». Both Kempe's «au» and «ai» match the 
German orthography, although «ai» is actually a less common spelling of 
the German diphthong phoneme /ar/. His choice of «oi» does not parallel 
German, but it does of course parallel the English representation of the 
diphthong in words like coin.

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Strehlow (1908: 698) takes the notion of diphthong slightly differently, 
adding «ui» and «ua»: ‘In the Aranda language, only the following 
diphthongs are known to me: ai, au, oi, ui, ua. The vowels a and e, e and a, 
etc., may occur side by side, but are never pronounced as diphthongs’. Kempe 
(1891a: 2) and Strehlow both use, albeit rather inconsistently, a diaeresis 
diacritic < " > over a vowel to mark it as distinct from the preceding vowel 
rather than a diphthong, for example Strehlow's inkaimbatja "footprint 
which is a compound consisting of inka foot and imbatja ‘track’. 


Most of the differences in this area within and between the Aranda 
orthographies depends on two related things, (i) whether a phone is 
taken to be a vowel or a semivowel (a vowel-like consonant), and (ii) how 
the syllables within a word are distinguished. By standard definition, 
a diphthong is a complex sound which can be analysed as a transition 
between two vowel phones within a single phonetic syllable. 


In the Mission Orthography, «ai» and «au» are the only sequences of 
two vowel letters that represent true diphthongs, that is, occurring within 
a single syllable. Examples are given in Table 7 below. In words such as 
jainama 'send', the diphthong is followed by a retroflex consonant, and 
the pronunciation of «ai» actually varies between the diphthong indicated 
by Kempe and a long [a] vowel, at least in current Western Aranda speech. 
The modern orthographies treat this variation in different ways.

In a much larger number of cases, illustrated in Table 8, a sequence of two 
vowel letters in the Mission Orthography represents a phonetic transition 
between the vowels of two syllables. For example, Strehlow's jia ‘story’ can 
be analysed as two syllables [ji:|a].

In the type above, the IAD orthography, and to some 
orthography, show a different analysis of phonetic transition between 
the vowels of two syllables: a semivowel /w/ or /j/ is taken to occur 
between the two vowels. For example, where Strehlow has <au> in bauma 
‘push’, the IAD orthography has <awe> in paweme. In this case, the 
FRM orthography combines both strategies, the sequence <au> plus the 
semivowel represented as <w>, pauwuma. An alternative strategy that is 
similar to this is also used in some words in the Mission Orthography: 
the transition between the vowels of two syllables is represented by three 
vowel letters, as illustrated in Table 9. German orthography also uses the 
same general strategy, for example in words like feiern /faien/ ‘celebrate’ or 


misstrauische /mistrautf/ ‘mistrustful’.”

The strategy of a sequence of vowel letters is also applied to transitions 
between vowels over more than two syllables, for example the three 
syllables represented by «auia» in Strehlow's errauia ‘weapons’. Compare 
IAD irraweye. 


Note that Strehlow’s alternative spelling reowa ‘entry in Table 9 exemplifies 
a combined strategy which parallels the FRM spelling of pauwuma 
with transitional <w>. This occurs in only a couple of other words in 
Strehlow’s dictionary. Overall, these different strategies constitute a degree 
of inconsistency in the Mission Orthography. 


As noted above, Strehlow (1908) also listed <ui> and <ua> as representing 
diphthongs. In fact his dictionary includes the range in Table 10 below. 
In terms of Breen’s phonemic analysis of Aranda, these all involve the same 
phenomenon, a rounded consonant, written for example as /t"/ using IPA, 
represented in the IAD orthography as «tw». This is pronounced with [w] 
if it is followed by certain vowels, including a word-final vowel. The FRM 
orthography also represents this as a consonant plus «w» (except for some 
words where it has consonant plus <u>, as in arrua below). Strehlow is 
more inconsistent, representing this in different words as consonant plus 
«W» Or «u» or «o».

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Use of the Mission Orthography 


The Mission Orthography can be examined as a system that developed over 
its time, and as the predecessor of the modern phonemic orthographies. 
Its origin and development can be understood in terms of the individuals 
who contributed to it, notably Kempe and Strehlow, but it must also 
be considered in terms of its intended users and their responses to it. 
As already noted, the Mission Orthography was used in educational and 
religious works, a scholarly grammar and dictionary, and in personal 
correspondence. It was used by Aranda people, though perhaps mostly 
within the school and church contexts. 


Ihe Mission Orthography was clearly intended to be a practical 
orthography, and its details were established by Kempe and Strehlow with 
practical considerations in mind. This is evidenced by Kempes explicit 
attempt to keep the number of written characters as few as possible 
(189 1a: 2), and Strehlow's (1908) reluctance to make significant changes 
to the orthography once it had become established in the Hermannsburg 
community. There was also recognition of the importance of the broader 
context of English literacy in Australia in Strehlow's (1908) comment on 
the greater suitability of «y» over «j» in the Aranda orthography. T.G.H. 
Strehlow continued that sensitivity to context in justifying his later 
phonetic orthography (1971: 1). 


If the importance of making a distinction between a practical orthography 
for use in the language community and an orthography for scholarly or 
‘scientific’ description of a language now seems obvious, it is because of 
more than 100 years of experience in the creation of new orthographies, 
a history in which Kempe and Strehlow played an early role. The tension 
between the development ofa ‘scientific’ (phonetic) alphabet and practical 
writing system can be seen with the adoption, and later abandonment, 
of the Lepsius Standard Alphabet (1863) for writing the Dieri language 
at the Bethesda mission, which was also founded by missionaries from 
Hermannsburg, Germany, in the late nineteenth century. The Standard 
Alphabet was specifically developed for use with hitherto unwritten 
languages, as opposed to situations where there was (as with Sanskrit) 
an existing orthographic tradition. One of the principles of the Standard 
Alphabet was that ‘every sound must be defined physiologically before 
being given a place in the alphabet’. In the view of Kneebone (2005: 356), 
the main weaknesses of the Standard Alphabet were the tension between 
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collectors of data and specialised scientific researchers, together with the 
complexity of the diacritic system, which gave rise to problems for the 
‘writer, reader and printer’. A similar story took place later in the Finke 
River missions abandonment of T.G.H. Strehlow's phonetic orthography 
with its rich use of diacritics. Oberscheidt (1991) characterises that change 
as the rejection of a ‘purely academic orthography’, a criticism he directs 
not only to T.G.H. Strehlow’s phonetic orthography but to the modern 
IAD orthography as well. 


Scholarly interpretation 


Missionaries trained in philology were the primary translators and collectors 
of linguistic data for scholarly analysis throughout the nineteenth century, 
but they also benefited from that analysis. Kempe (1891a) explicitly 
invited scholars to advise him on the analysis of Aranda, and Strehlow 
had a productive long-distance research relationship with the scholar von 
Leonhardi. Lepsius ([1863] 1981: 1) claimed that, 


An intimate relation exists between linguistic science and Missionary 
labours. The latter, especially in new and hitherto unwritten languages, 
supply the former—chiefly by means of translations. Vocabularies, 
Grammars and Specimens—with rich, and in some cases the only, 
materials for further investigation and comparison. 


The Mission Orthography was under-differentiated in some aspects and 
over-differentiated in others. In this respect, it was like other orthographies 
of that time, for example Black’s use of the International Phonetic 
Alphabet to record a Western Desert language (Black 1915). However, 
independently of the significance of this under- and over-differentiation 
for practical use in a language community, in some cases it resulted in 
misinterpretation of written materials by outsiders, including scholars. 


Planert (1907: 552) lists 13 simple vowels, 18 complex vowels (diphthongs) 
and 3 triphthongs in Aranda—far more than his contemporaries had 
recorded. His overestimation of the diphthongs was caused by his lack 
of firsthand experience of the language and his reliance on documents 
written in the Mission Orthography. Planert also includes <ii> among his 
vowels, which Strehlow (1908) disputes, and claimed that ‘triphthongs 
are not uncommon’. This may refer to the vowel letter sequences in the 
printed materials to which he had access and from his language informant, 
returned missionary Nicolai Wettengel. In response Carl Strehlow (1908: 
698) stated: 
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Tam only familiar with the following diphthongs in the Aranda language: 
ai, au, oi, ui, ua. While the vowels a and e, e and a etc can certainly occur 
next to each other, they are never pronounced as diphthongs. 


Planert claimed that he did not have access to Kempe's (1891a) grammar, 
however, J. Strehlow (2011: 962, 1018) believes that Planert relied upon 
the written language in Kempe’s work to make his analysis. 


Similar misinterpretation of the Mission Orthography has led in some cases 
to broader misunderstanding of the language. Alf Sommerfelt’s (1938) 
analysis of Aranda is based upon the work of Kempe and Strehlow, as well 
as the work of Spencer and Gillen. In an attempt to show how Aranda was 
a primitive language Sommerfelt claimed that Aranda lacked categories 
found in Indo-European languages and supported his points with false 
etymologies (Wilkins 1989: 18; McGregor 2008: 6). One such etymology 
which involved nama, supposedly meaning both ‘sit’ and ‘grass’, was based 
upon an under-differentiation in the Mission Orthography. These are in 
fact two distinct words, with distinct pronunciations, represented as neme 
and name respectively in the IAD orthography. 


Major developments in Aranda orthography 


From Kempes establishment of the Mission Orthography, its phonetic 
basis was seen as adequate for the purpose of practical communication 
between speakers of the language. They were able to recognise words even 
though not all the significant sounds of the language were distinguished 
in writing. Oberscheidt (1991: iv) notes that in reading, ‘speakers of the 
language had continued to pronounce the dentals and retroflexes even 
when the missionaries failed to provide symbols for them’. This is to be 
expected for fluent readers because, once fluent, the processes of reading 
rely more on the recognition of whole words than on composing a word 
from its individual sounds. 


During the period of phonetic orthographies, developments in phonetics 
and in orthography design increased the ability of researchers to 
discriminate and represent speech sounds. Ihe Mission Orthography 
was one of a number of phonetic systems for Australian languages. 
These include Black (1915) and later, the Adelaide University Phonetic 
System (AUPS) in the 1930s (Monaghan 2008). T.G.H. Strehlow used 
a version of the AUPS orthography for his fieldnotes and scholarly works. 
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He produced an academic description of Aranda phonetics and grammar 
with a narrow phonetic transcription (1944) which, among other features, 
distinguished 23 vowel phones [i 11y e ec aaraqo voou void 
à d ð d]. Following standard practices in phonetic transcription, many 
of these narrow phonetic distinctions were represented using diacritics. 
A simplified version of this scheme was then used in T.G.H. Strehlow’s 
translation of the New Testament (1956) and in the Aranda Lutheran 
hymnal (1964). In comparison to the Mission Orthography, this system 
removed the major under-differentiation of place of articulation in 
consonants, and modified the categorisation of the vowels. A small sample 
from the hymnal gives the flavour of this orthography: Jinana nülilat, 
Inkatai, Duan’ Ungwänanibera‘. (IAD ‘Yengenhe ngwerlilaye, Ingkartaye, 
Ngwange ngkwangenhiperre.’) 


As a practical orthography, however, T.G.H. Strehlow’s orthography 
was disliked by the Hermannsburg mission staff who thought it made it 
difficult to write Aranda. The extensive use of the diacritics also presented 
technical issues for the printing technology of the day, and had also 
caused major delays in the printing of T.G.H. Strehlow’s major works 
(Breen 2005: 94). A revised orthography was used in Albrecht’s (1979) 
catechism, where diacritics played a more limited role, only distinguishing 
the place of articulation of some consonants, for example manibera ata 
ragankarauna (IAD ‘nhanhiperre athe rrekangkerrewerne). The fate 
of the diacritics was sealed by the advent of personal computers, as the 
early models did not readily handle all the diacritics used for Aranda 
(Oberscheidt 1991: iv). 


The development of the theory of the phoneme extended understanding of 
the sound systems of languages by expressing which phonetic differences 
are used to differentiate words in a language. Sounds in a language that 
are contrastive in this way are expressed as the phonemes of the language. 
The phoneme concept was used in language description in American 
Structuralist linguistics, and many Australian linguists were first 
introduced to it by the first schools of the Summer Institute of Linguistics 
(SIL), held in Melbourne in the 1950s. SIL linguist Sarah Gudschinsky 
was instrumental in developing orthographies for languages as a way of 
encouraging literacy among speakers of those languages. These were based 
upon the identification of the distinctive phonemes of the language, 
considering the ‘functional load’ of each in relation to the whole language 
system (Gudschinsky 1973: 120). Pastor John Pfitzner, who was based at 
Hermannsburg mission from 1969 to 1984, attended a workshop run by 
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Gudschinsky in the summer of 1972—73. Pfitzner reanalysed the sounds 
of Aranda and created the modern FRM orthography, which then replaced 
both the Mission Orthography and the later phonetic orthographies. 
Pfitzner replaced the consonant diacritics with digraphs and reanalysed 
the vowels (Breen 2005: 95). As no words are differentiated by the voicing 
of stops, and speakers generally make no distinction between voiced and 
unvoiced stops, this distinction was no longer represented: the stops were 
represented as «p», «t» and <k>, and «b», «d» and <g> were dropped. 


The development of the FRM orthography was paralleled by Breen’s 
phonemic analysis of firstly Antekerrepenhe and then other Arandic 
languages, and the subsequent development of a phonemic orthography 
on this basis by the then School of Australian Linguistics (Breen 2005). 
Through the IAD, Breen and other researchers began to develop 
orthographies for Arandic languages including Western Arrernte, Eastern 
and Central Arrernte, Anmatyerr, Alyawarr and Kaytetye. The process 
involved meetings to consult with speakers of the languages over a number 
of years. These orthographies are distinct to each language, according to the 
differences between these languages and the preferences of their speakers, 
but they all follow similar principles, thus the Common Arandic approach. 
These orthographies have been used to produce dictionaries including 
the Eastern and Central Arrernte to English Dictionary (Henderson and 
Dobson 1994), the Introductory Dictionary of Western Arrernte (Breen et 
al. 2000), the Central & Eastern Anmatyerr to English Dictionary (Green 
2010), the Kaytetye to English Dictionary (Turpin and Ross 2012) and the 
Alyawarr to English Dictionary (Green 1992; second edition by Blackman 
et al., forthcoming). 


As summarised above, the most significant differences between the FRM 
and IAD orthographies of Western Aranda are the representations of 
vowels and diphthongs. The FRM orthography, and some orthographies 
in the Common Arandic approach, have undergone minor modifications 
since their inceptions but are now generally considered to be stable. 
A change made to the FRM orthography was to drop <o> from the 
orthography (Roennfeldt et al. 2006), recategorising these vowel phones 
with the other vowel phones represented by <u>. This brought it closer 
to the IAD orthography. In Wilkinss phonemic analysis of Mparntwe 
Arrernte (1989: 78) the phoneme /u/ has allophones [o] [o] [9] [9:] and 
[u] in different contexts. For a short period the school at Ltyentye Apurte 
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(Santa Teresa) introduced «o» into its orthography, but withdrew it so 
that there was a consistent orthography for Eastern/Central Arrernte in 
all the communities in which it is spoken. 


Concluding remarks 


The Mission Orthography was a uniform phonetically-based orthography 
of the late nineteenth century which was used for practical purposes by 
speakers of the Aranda language, both Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal. 
In the view of Gudschinsky (1973: 117), it is never possible to devise an 
orthography in a social vacuum, that is, apart from social pressures, for 
example dominant national languages such as English and their writing 
systems. This continues to be true for Western Aranda. Major languages 
impinge upon minor languages, and often force the orthography of the 
latter to compromise. 


In the development of an orthography, the language of the creator is 
important. This means that we have had to consider German phonology 
and orthography in understanding how the Mission Orthography was 
devised by its German-speaking inventors. 


The Mission Orthography was in use over a century from 1877 to the 
1970s, during which it was a functional means of written communication 
for those who could understand Aranda, despite distinguishing only 
a minority of the phonemes of the language. A relatively large amount of 
material was written in the Mission Orthography, particularly religious 
materials that were used regularly by the entire mission community, 
and educational materials. A relatively high degree of consistency in 
the writing of the language is evident from missionary publications and 
letters. As a result, there was resistance to changing the orthography when 
T.G.H. Strehlow developed a phonetic orthography based on the IPA 
from the 1930s on, in order to publish works about Aranda language and 
culture. The Mission Orthography of Kempe and Carl Strehlow, and its 
descendant in T.G.H. Strehlow's phonetic orthography, coexisted into the 
1970s when both were replaced by phonemic orthographies.

These are only rough guides to pronouncing the Aranda and Loritja 
[Luritja] words in the dictionary on the basis of Carl Strehlow's spelling. 
Firstly, Strehlow did not distinguish all the sounds of these languages in 
his spelling. Secondly, he was not always consistent in writing an Aranda 
or Loritja sound the same way in all words. Thirdly, for simplicity's sake 
these guides do not deal with the details of all the various combinations of 
letters. Fourthly, the English comparison sounds given below are generally 
only similar to Aranda and Loritja sounds, not exactly the same. 


If you are not a native speaker of Aranda or Luritja, these factors may lead 
you to pronounce some words wrongly if you rely only on these rough 
guides. You are advised to consult a speaker for the correct pronunciation 
of a word. For the modern spelling of Aranda and Loritja [Luritja] words, 
see the recent dictionaries and other materials. 


Because this dictionary is an exact transcription of the original form of 
Carl Strehlow’s handwritten manuscript, the accents and diacritics have 
been included. However, note that Strehlow uses them inconsistently 
in this dictionary (and sometimes does not use them at all in his other 
writing). 


There are many issues in working out a spelling system for a language 
that has not been written before. Strehlow and other early missionaries 
used an approach that is now outdated. The modern writing systems 
for these languages take a different approach that respects the particular 
sounds found in these languages and how they differentiate words. For 
further discussion of the issues involved, and a comparison of the Arandic 
spelling systems, see Chapter 6.

The word ‘Altjira’ is used today 
to denote the Christian God, but in Carl 
Strehlow's time it was a polysemic key 
term. He wrote that the etymology of the 
word ‘altjira’ had not yet been found, but 
that Aranda people associated ‘the word 
now with the concept of the non-created. 
Asked about the meaning of the word, 
they repeatedly assured me that Altjira 
refers to someone who has no beginning, 
who did not issue from another (erina 
itha aromamakala = no one created him). 
Spencer and Gillen's claim (Northern 
Tribes of Central Australia p. 745) that 'the 
word alcheri means dream’ is incorrect. 
Altjirerama means 'to dream', and it is 
derived from altjira (god) and rama (to see), 
in other words, to see god'. The same 
holds true for the Loritja language. 
Tukura nangani = ‘to dream’, from turkura 
(god) and nangani (to see). It will be 
demonstrated later that altjira and tukura 
in this context do not refer to the highest 
God in the sky but merely to a totem god 
which the native believes to have seen in 
a dream' (Strehlow 1907: 2). Carl Strehlow 
came to use the word in a number of 
different contexts. One attempt to solve 
the polysemy of ‘altjira’ was to use 
upper and lower cases, i.e. Altjira and 
altjira. Upper case ‘Altjira’ was used for 
a supreme being or high god; and in 
the Christian context of the mission, for 
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‘God’. In lower case, ‘altjira’ was used 
in a vast array of contexts, assuming 
meanings in indigenous use and standing 
in stark contrast to the new meaning the 
missionaries had tried to impress on it. 
Today Western Aranda people use the 
word 'tnankara' to denote the Dreaming, 
dreaming ancestor, mythological past, 
birthmark, dreaming mark.

One of the basic divisions of Aranda 
society organises all people into two 
groups, i.e. exogamous moieties. These

These terms were not names for one or 
the other moiety but were reciprocally 
used by both groups (Strehlow 1913: 
62). Today Arandic people still refer — 
from an egocentric point of view — to 
such groupings that are maljanuka and 
nákarakia. Maljanuka means ‘them’ or 
‘our in-laws' while nákarakia means ‘us’. 
In one’s own patrimoiety, that is ‘us’, are 
one’s actual and classificatory fathers 
and their siblings, father’s fathers and 
son’s children, and also one’s mother’s 
mother’s patriline which is part of 
nákarakia [or ilakakia], i.e. ‘us’. In the 
opposite moiety, maljanuka, in addition 
to one's spouse and brothers-in-law 
there are one's actual and classificatory 
mothers, mother's brothers and mother's 
fathers and also one's father's mother. 
Like the Aranda, the Loritja used 
particular terms for the members of these 
groups reciprocally. All relatives of an 
ego's group (own patrimoiety) were called 
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‘Ngananukarpitina’ meaning ‘all of us’; 
and all relatives of the opposite moiety 
were called “Tananukarpitina’ meaning ‘all 
of them’ (Strehlow 1913: 79). In societies 
organised in this way one should always 
marry someone from the opposite moiety.

These patrimoieties were 
called *Nákarakia' (our kindred or people) 
and 'Etnákarakia' (those people or that 
kindred) or ‘Maljanuka’ (my friends) 
by the Aranda. These terms were not 
names for one or the other moiety but 
were reciprocally used by both groups 
(Strehlow 1913: 62). Today Arandic 
people still refer — from an egocentric 
point of view — to such groupings that 
are maljanuka and nakarakia [or ilakakia]. 
Maljanuka means ‘them’ or ‘our in-laws’ 
while nakarakia [or ilakakia] means ‘us’. 
In one’s own patrimoiety, that is ‘us’, are 
one’s actual and classificatory fathers 
and their siblings, father’s fathers and 
son’s children, and also one’s mother’s 
mother’s patriline which is part of 
nakarakia [or ilakakia], i.e ‘us’. In the 
opposite moiety, maljanuka, in addition 
to one’s spouse and brothers-in-law 
there are one’s actual and classificatory 
mothers, mother’s brothers and mother’s 
fathers and also one’s father’s mother. 
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Like the Aranda, the Loritja used 
particular terms for the members of 
these groups reciprocally. All relatives of 
an ego's group (own patrimoiety) were 
called ‘Ngananukarpitina’ meaning “all 
of us’; and all relatives of the opposite 
moiety were called ‘Tananukarpitina’ 
meaning 'all of them' (Strehlow 1913: 
79). In societies organised in this way 
one should always marry someone from 
the opposite moiety. See Strehlow (1913: 
62, fn. 5) for an elaborate attempt on 
the possible etymology of this reciprocal 
term.

The first remark on matrifiliation to 
Aranda country was made by the 
Lutheran missionary Louis Schulze (1891: 


238-39). He recorded the term ‘tmara 
altjira’ meaning ‘the place where mother 
of the dead person was born'. Likewise, 
Carl Strehlow mentioned, as one of 
his first encounters with connection to 
country, mother's conception dreaming, 
called in Aranda 'altjira'. He described the 
relationship of an individual to mother's 
dreaming, 'altjira', also called 'garra 
altjira’ or ‘deba altjira', and to mother's 
conception site, called ‘tmara altjira or, 
more precisely, tmara altjirealtja, i.e. the 
place of the totem associated with me’ 
(Strehlow 1908: 57; 1910b: 2). Altjira is 
used in this context as meaning mother's 
conception dreaming. He lists these in 
his published family trees (Strehlow 1913: 
Attachments) as ‘ara’ (kangaroo), 'ilia' 
(emu), ‘jerramba’ (honeyant), etc. and 
mentioned how to ask properly about 
this particular place: ‘unkwanga ntana? 
i.e. Where is the place of the totem 
associated with you?’ (Strehlow 1908:

The 
term for one's father's father, aranga, for 
example, includes father's father's brothers 
and sisters and son's sons and daughters. 
Relationships with grandparents are of 
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particular importance to the question of 
landownership. Carl Strehlow's Loritja kin 
data records also four grandparental terms 
(Strehlow 1913: 81—82), but today only two 
Seem to be in use: tjamu for grandfathers 
(father's father and mother's father) and 
kami for grandmothers (father's mother 
and mother's mother). See entries for 
aranga (father's father), tjimia (mother's 
father), palla (father's mother) and 
ebmanna (mother's mother).
